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Expect To Spend 
More Than $2.6 
Million In 71-72 


Elk Grove Village municipal officials 


expect to spend more than $2.6 million to 
operate the village in fiscal 1971-72. 


The proposed corporate or operating 


budget of $2,627.640 was scheduled to be 
acted upon last night by the village 
board. 


According to finance director George 


Coney, the budget is balanced for the 
most part, with expenditures exceeding 
revenue by some $145.000, a figure that is 
not expected to materialize at the end of 
the fiscal year in April, 1972. 


The deficit is there because estimates 


of revenue are conservative, according 
to Coney. 


The budget is essentially a projection 


of estimated expenditures and revenues. 
It is put together by the finance director, 
village manager, department heads and 
village board members, who meet as a 
committee-of-the-whole in recent weeks. 


Salaries and wages of almost 200 per- 


sons (148 full-time employes) Including 
six trustees (paid $25 three times a 
month) and village president ($2,400 a 
year), make up 68 per cent or $1.7 mil- 
lion of the budget. 


Village employes recently were given a 


five per cent across the board increase. 
Last year salaries were 61 per cent or 
$1 4 million of the budget. 


THE BUDGET last fiscal year was $2.3 


million, with this year's budget repre- 
senting a 14 per cent increase to $2,6 mil- 
lion. 


Capital expenditures will make up 


$311,814 of the budget, down from last 
year's $366,000. Some of these include a 
new fire department pumper, $58,500; an 
ambulance, $15.000: completion of the 
Greenleaf Avenue firehouse, $18,200; po- 
lice department arms range, $15,000; po- 
lice vehicles, $16,000; municipal building 
sidewalk. $6,000; street department ve- 
hicles $16,100; street construction and 
maintenance. $151,000; electric power for 
street lights, $45,000. 


The biggest expenditure for the munic- 


ipality is In the fire ($779,734) and police 
($692.459) departments, followed by the 
street department ($482,904). The fire de- 
partment budget includes the addition of 
nine fire fighters to man the new Green- 
leaf station in the industrial park near 
Busse Road.

Village Gets Small 
Percentage Of Tax 


Property tax monies for the municipal 


corporate budget the Elk Grove Village 
Board was scheduled to consider for pas- 
sage yesterday actually make up a small 
amount of the total tax bill, according to 
village finance director George Coney. 


Using his own tax bill as an example, 


he said that of the $870 in property taxes 
for which he was billed last week, the 
municipality's share is $82. 


Most of the $82 is not for the corporate 


or working budget, but for the municipal 
pension funds, the public library, bonds 
and interest, Civil Defense, working cash 
fund, and other miscellaneous funds. 


Only $32 is used for the 
corporate 


budget from my tax bill, he said, while 
73 per cent of the $870 tax bill goes for 
the college, high school, and elementary 
school districts.

feed, water, walk, groom and clean up 
after the racers, live.

In Navarr Patch This Year 


There'U be no strawberry pickin' this 


season at Nevarr's Strawberry Patch, 
1207 E. Oakton Rd. near 111. Rte. 83 in 
Elk Grove Township. 


Owner Art Niewardowski said simply 


that there would be no picking as in past 
yean. He did not elaborate, saying only 
"maybe next year." 


Art's seven-acre, patch has attracted 


hundreds of strawberry lovers .each year 
for several years and with good reason. 
He claimed to be the only one in Cook 
County who let the public in to pick 
strawberries. 


On occasion, the strawberry patch at- 


tracted so many customers Cook County 
Sheriff's Police used a portable public 
address system to urge berry pickers 
back to their parked cars or face parking 
tickets. 


Ironically, Nevarr's is located near 


George Hasselman's mushroom farm at 
1225 E. Oakton Rd. Hasselman is still in 
business. 


Both locations are adjacent to Centex 


Industrial Park and some day may be 
swallowed up by industrial-minded devel- 
opers. 


Alexander McArthur, chairman of the 


Illinois Racing Board, has called life in 
the backstretch area "a dehumanizing 
situation for the workers in which some 
of the men have lost their souls." 


McArthur is the same member of the 


racing board who launched a probe of 
Arlington Park Race Track last year. 
McArthur and the board later dropped 
their investigations when no proof was 
presented concerning McArthur's allega- 
tions that track owners had a connection 
with the crime syndicate. 


The race track was built in 1927 and 


except for two concrete, fireproof struc- 
tures, all the living quarters built then 
remain standing. Three new buildings 
are under construction. Many of the per- 
sons living in the backstretch area have 
quarters just a few yards from a stable. 
Some live right next door. 


Some 1,780 employes live at the track. 


About 735 persons live in a mobile park, 
about 1,000 employes live in the stable 
area and 56 persons live in a hotel annex. 


In fairness, the conditions are not all 


that bad in some parts of the living sec- 
tion, which is located in the northwest 
area of the track complex. 


About 175 mobile homes are located in 


a trailer park within the complex. These 
house the trainers, grooms, jockeys and 


exercise boys. Their families live with 
them. 


Monday, Mrs. Alice Harms, newly- 


elected member of the Arlington Heights 
Board of Trustees, took a tour of the 
backstretch area, talking with the work- 
ers and looking over the living quarters. 


Mrs. Harms is of the opinion that Ar- 


lington Heights "should do what it's sup- 
posed to do" in providing better quality 
living conditions. 


She also believes that the fire which 


struck last Thursday night which killed 
33 horses and caused an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, could have easily 
been more harmful to the people living 
there.

"I don't know what I can do, I'll see," 


said Mrs. Harms before her tour. "If 
conditions exist which do not meet our 
codes then at least the public health and 
safety committee should take a look at 
it.

What Mrs. Harms saw was, to her 


mind, tragic. 


She visited one typical room which was 


11 feet by 11 'and a half feet and housed 
one worker, which was luxurious, in a 
sense, because those rooms usually 
house two persons. The room was part of 
a row of wooden rooms located on two 
sides of a row of stables. When the work- 
er steps out his front door he comes face 
to face with a horse. 


Inside the room is a concrete floor. 


There are nails hammered into the walls 
and are used to haug clothes. A large, 
portable fan hangs from the ceiling to 
provide some comfort in the cramped 
room. 


The living conditions vary in the back- 


stretch area, but most of it is bad. In 
contrast to the 11x11% room is the row of 
rooms called "shed row." Here the 
rooms are 7 feet by 12 feet. The room is 
so small that another worker who had a 
portable fan lodged his in a window 
above the doorway. He also had nails in 


the walls for hanging clothes and a tiny 
table with cooking utensils. 


The area in which these men are

MEMBER F.D.I.C 
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Clergy Hear Plea To Save Counseling Ce nter 


by JAMES VESELY 


The morning of April 28 brought 30 


Northwest suburban clergymen to the 
South Community Baptist Church in 
Mount Prospect. 


The churchmen came to listen to a 


statement and a plea: the statement was 
about the Salvation Army's Community 
Counseling Center in Des Plaines and the 
plea was for community help In saving 
the center from its financial plight. 


Faced with a $15.000 deficit, the center 


hosted a meeting with the clergymen to 
lay the situation on the line and appeal 
for support. 


According to spokesmen for the Salva- 


tion Army, a total of 156 clergymen were 
to receive letters this week seeking sup- 
port for the Community Counseling Cen- 
ter 


The letters were sent by Charles 


Hayes, Editor In Chief of Paddock Publi- 
cations, and a member of the Center's 
Advisory Board. 


If the center can receive a donation 


Center 


averaging $100 per church in the area, 
the $13,000 deficit can be met and the 
center's activities in the field of family 


counseling will be continued. 


What is this drive all about? Why is 


saving the Community Counseling Center 
a worthwhile project for the families and 
the agencies of the Northwest suburbs? 


ACCORDING TO Salvation Army offi- 


cials, 684 families living in the Northwest 
suburbs have been touched by the Coun- 
seling Center. These families have re- 
ceived help ranging from marital diffi- 
culties, to communication problems with- 
in the family, to drug problems and 
counsel for unwed mothers. 


With the demise of the TORCH agency 


in Wheeling last week, the Community 
Counseling Center is undoubtedly the 
only family service facility in the North- 
west suburbs, and one which, according 
to professional counselors, fills a desper- 
ately empty void in suburban commu- 
nities. 


When the Counseling Center first 


opened in 1965, it received funds from 
various foundations and the Salvation 


Army. 


Until last year, the center also re- 


ceived funds from the appropriations of 
township government. That money, how- 
ever, was cut off when court battles 
froze the township funds to all'agencies. 
Those battles are joined to determine the 
role of township government in Illinois, 
but the side effect of the court case is 
that the center is now without its single 
major source of funds. 


The appeal to churchmen is an attempt 


to keep the center alive until the matter 
of township funding can be resolved. 


ACCORDING TO planners at the cen- 


ter, the struggle to keep the center oper- 
ating is based on social workers' belief 
that a family counseling center is needed 
for suburban families. 


"Moving to the suburbs is not the an- 


swer to a family's problems," one of the 
social workers said. "It just means a 
new setting for the problems of growing 
up, of husband and wife relationship's 


and social ills that can reach any fami- 
ly." 


The Community Counseling Center 


takes in all applications for help; the 
center, unlike many other agencies, does 
not limit its services to just the indigent. 
Families are asked to help pay the ex- 
penses of professional help, even if the 
payment is a token amount to retain a 
family's sense of independence, accord- 
ing to a worker there. 


Propose Public Housing In Suburbs 


by BOB CASEY 


A southwest side Chicago community 


organization, faced with plans for 250 
public housing units in its neighborhood, 
has suggested that the housing Instead 
be located in Maine and Wheeling town- 
ships In the northwest suburbs. 


In a letter sent to some northwest sub- 


urban officials, the Southwest Commu- 
nity Congress (SCO said it has devel- 
oped a "counter-proposal" to the list of 
sites announced by the Chicago Housing 
Authority fCHA). 


The new proposal calls for devel- 


opment of two-thirds of all public housing 
in the suburban areas and says Maine 
and Wheeling township communities are 
"appropriate 
sites" for CHA devel- 


opment because of available land and 
nearby jobs at O'Hare Airport. 


T h e group said 
Chicago's pre- 


dominantly white southwest side "should 
. be totally exempt from CHA housing" 


until a public housing plan for the six- 
county Chicago metropolitan area is de- 
veloped. 


BOB BURKE, planning committee 


chairman for the group, charged that the 


• CHA is "acting irresponsibly in taking 


• the path of what seems to be the least 
. resistance" in followisg court orders to 


build housing in predominantly white 
areas. 


He said Chicago's white neighborhoods 


have no control over planning and devel- 
opment in their communities, whereas 
white suburbs "are organized in a way 
that enables them to better resist this 
move." 


Burke said the Southwest Community 


Congress represents about 80 organiza- 
tions in the area bounded by Ashland Av- 


enue, 47th Street, Cicero Avenue and 74th 
Street in Chicago. 


In the letter to suburban officials, the 


group said public housing should be built 
near job opportunities to reduce unem- 
ployment and make transportation to 
jobs less costly and time-consuming for 
workers. 


Public housing locations should also 


"provide the best possible public educa- 
tion for children" and a "style of life" 
that encourages tenants to enter the pri- 
vate housing market. 


"As a first step in developing the met- 


ro plan, the SCC planning committee 
suggests that the proposed CHA sites be 
built in the towns and villages of Wheel- 
ing and Maine townships near O'Hare 
Airport," the letter said. 


"THESE LOCATIONS are examples of 


appropriate sites where the above goals 
are fulfilled. The southwest side is not an 
appropriate place because it does not ful- 
fill any of the criteria," it said. 


The letter said 5,000 jobs "are avail- 


able for low and middle income workers 
in the O'Hare Airport area" and there 
are few jobs on the southwest side. Ac- 
cording to studies, it said, "vast amounts 
of land are available" for public housing 
in suburbs near O'Hare, while only a few 
acres of vacant land are open on the 
southwest side. 


"Our community is unstable," Burke 


told The Herald. "Putting this housing in 
our community would cause a re-segre- 
gation effect, which is the opposite of 
what they intend to do." 


"One of the most detrimental effects of 


this is the instability that it causes," he 
said of the CHA proposals. "If this were 
a metropolitan plan, that factor would be 
equal throughout and not affect us." 


Want To Get Off Direct 
Mail Lists? Here's How 


If you're tired of having your mailbox 


stuffed with direct mail advertising, you 
can now have your name taken off such 
lists. 


A Mail Preference Service (MPS) is 


being offered In the Chicago area and 
other key cities across the country by 
Direct 
Mail 
Advertising Association 


(DMAA) 


DMAA doesn't claim you won't receive 


any more direct mail advertising, but 
they do say it will greatly reduce the 
amount you are getting now. 


Tests for the new service in other 


cities Indicate few persons wish to be re- 
moved from mailing lists entirely. To 
date they have had fewer than 1,000 
requests in tests in five other cities. In 
Denver, only 236 responded by saying 
they don't want any direct mail advertis- 
ing. 


Robert P. Delay, president of DMAA, 


said MPS is a service for consumers 
wishing to get on or off lists. 


PERSONS WISHING to get off mailing 


lists can submit an application form to 
DMAA. The person's name and address 
win then be placed on a computerized 
master list for distribution to DMAA 
members and to other mail advertisers 
to comply with the wishes of the individ- 
ual. 


Delay said. "We are urging all to re- 


move from their records the names of 
people who seriously object to direct 
mail, thus representing waste circulation 
as wefl as a potential source of com- 
plaint," 


If effective, the service will be offered 


nationally by the end of the year. 


MSP applications are available by

DMAA represents 1.600 member firms 


which account for 65 per cent of direct 
mail advertisers, who spend S2.8 billion a 
year and generate an estimated MO bil- 
lion in sales. 


Matters of pornography are not per- 


mitted to join the association and fami- 
lies wishing protection from sexually ori- 
ented advertising should fill out the U.S. 
Postal Service's new anti-smut form, 
available at any post office. 


DIRECT MAIL advertising, according 


to Delay, is not to be confused with 
"junk mail," which he defines aa dUhoo- 
est. pornographic or misleading. 


DMAA estimates that when the service 


Is Implemented nationally, less than 


100,000 persons will ask their names be 
stricken from mailing lists, of the more 
than 40 million homes in the country. 


He predicted shopping by mail will be- 


come more popular and that contrary to 
widespread myths, the average home 
only gets one direct mail advertisement 
a day. He also said there were fewer ads 
sent through the mails last year than in 
1957. Of 82 billion pieces of mail pro- 
cessed last year, 23 per cent was direct 
mail advertising, including all non-profit 
mail. 


Of all coupons sent out, 53 per cent are 


used and people open 64 per cent of all 
catalogs sent through the mail. Most pop- 
ular direct mail advertising is for books, 
records and plant and garden supplies. 


Delay said without third class mail, 


which handles direct mail ads, first class 
rates would go up.

Graduates Face 
New Challenges 


Life just isn't simple anymore 


for high school graduates. 


Not that it was ever "simple." 


But today, students graduating 
from high school will face a bewil- 
dering range of personal choices in 
the next few years. 


If you are the parent of a gradu- 


ate, you are likewise bewildered 
and perhaps alarmed by the possi- 
bilities for your children. 


Ten years ago, when Vietnam 


and drugs were distant problems, 
the choices and options were more 
predictable. 
Suburban students 


went to college or got a job, en- 
tered the armed forces and even- 
tually sought the 
"good 
life" 


through a traditional job 


Today, there's no set pattern for 


graduates to follow. A graduate 
can choose to enlist in the military, 
or he may join many of his peers in 
resisting military service in oppo- 
sition to the "immorality" of our 
Asian nightmare. 


Today, a student can purchase il- 


legal drugs in suburbia. If he 
chooses certain drugs, he can be 
faced by criminal penalties or the 
possible horror of endless addic- 
tion. 


A choice of lifestyles is available, 


too. The "counterculture," with its 
emphasis on personal freedom, 
communal living and a rejection of 
suburbia's social traditions, offers 
a student a drastic break from his 
past. 


It is no surprise that parents and 


other adults are angered and con- 
fused by the choices open today for 
students. Most parents, however, 
will grudgingly concede their chil- 
dren are making choices in a world 
which has grown worse since they 
were children. 


If the Gallup Poll is correct, par- 


ents are increasingly admitting our 
I n d o c h i n a involvement was a 
"mistake," that there's an ecology 
crisis and a growing recession, 
and, indeed, that "something's 
wrong" with traditional American 
life. 


Parents are aware that today's 


students are molded by these 
crises, and that every student, in 
one way or another, has had his or 
her life changed by increasing 
pressures of the surrounding world. 


Parents should look hopefully on 


this generation of students, for, as 
they have been shaped by society's 
pressures, they have gained the po- 
tential to shape some of the very 
social pressures which have mold- 
ed them 


They have the power, through 


the ballot box and in seeking ser- 
vice in government, to end the 
Indochina War and to ease our 
role as "policeman of the world." 


They have the power, especially 


through numbers, to force us to re- 
alize what we have done to our nat- 
ural environment. At the same 
time they can point us to new di- 
rections in reclaiming our land, air 
and water. 


They have the power to create a 


better and more human society — 
and thus end the escapism of drug 
use and addiction, a plight that is 
reducing many of our soldiers to 
animals and turning our cities into 
unlivable jungles. 


Finally, they have the power to 


force American government to be- 
gin to face the problems con- 
fronting it. There is a crisis in 
America today, in such areas as 
racism, poverty and unemploy- 
ment. Our government at times 
seems only slightly aware of this 
crisis. 


Youth can use this power for 


good — or it can slip into the apa- 
thy of it's-not-all-that-bad-after-all, 
a curse reserved for many of us 
over thirty. 


It can remold our institutions to 


create a more humane society—or, 
it can accept our institution's slow 
pace in solving America's prob- 
lems. 


Students 
and 
young 
persons 


alone cannot change this world. 
They need allies among adults, and 
it will be their responsibility to 
work with and convince adults that 
changes are needed. 


Adults, too, must recognize and 


act on the problems. Adults must 
be tolerant of youthful enthusiasm 
and lapses in direction, such as the 
few instances of violence which 
have marked today's students. 


Today's student should not be ex- 


pected to alter the landscape by to- 
morrow morning. The changes that 
come will be accomplished slowly. 
But this year's graduates, taken as 
a group, are headed in the direc- 
tion of change.

Don't look for a definition in your fami- 


ly medical dictionary. You won't find it, 
because acute persecutionitis is relative- 
ly new 


Its symptoms include gloom, strong 


feelings of paranoia, outbursts of temper 
and an intense dislike for the news 
media, especially the big-city variety 


How those afflicted react is virtually 


unpredictable. It depends mostly on what 
kind of personality the victim has. 


Hanrahan's case would challenge the 


finest scientific minds in the country. 
The manifestations of his symptoms cer- 
tainly have caused a good deal of head 
scratching among newsmen covering the 
state's attorney's office. 


In carrying out his campaign against 


the Chicago news media, the Daley 


Democrat, oddly enough, has stepped up 
the flow of news releases from his Civic 
Center office. Most of the releases never 
get published, probably because they 
never contain any news. 


Instead of news, the releases, embla- 


zoned with snappy blue and white letter- 
head, carry cumbersome essays de- 
nouncing Chicago newspapers and tele- 
vision. Attached to each release are "fel- 
ony disposition" sheets listing the names 
of criminals who have been "sent up" by 
Hanrahan's assistants. 


Printed in the right hand corner are 


the words, "If possible, print in 2-3 col- 
umns ..." Hanrahan is relentless in his 
insistence readers are interested finding 
out that criminals like Melvin Battie of 
5201 S Federal, Chicago, got two years 
for robbery and aggravated battery. As a 
result, the press is showered with re- 
leases and "felony dispositions" from the 
state's attorney's office. 


A recent release charged the "big 


newspapers" (we of the suburban press, 
thus far, have been spared) television 
newscasters with "indifference" for not 
giving grandstand play to every crime- 
fighting effort by Hanrahan's office. 


Regardless of the topic, most releases 


include somewhere in their double- 
spaced text a slap at the media. In an- 
other recent "essay," the state's attor- 
ney blamed the press for depriving the 
public of "an opportunity to tell how well 
the criminal justice system is working to 
combat the drug plague." 


The flow of releases is likely to continue 


in light of the current controversy sur- 
rounding the Cook County grand jury in-

vestigation into the 1969 raid by state's 
attorney's police of a west-side Black 
Panther headquarters. Hanrahan has ap- 
peared before the grand jury and report- 
edly may be indicted for his handling of 
the raid. 


The fact the newspapers and television 


regarded this as front-page news has ob- 
viously upset the state's attorney. In 
fact, the news coverage nearly two years 
ago brought about Hanrahan's original 
case of acute persecutionitis, and he nev- 
er fully recovered. Now, with recent de- 
velopments, he has suffered a severe re- 
lapse. 


There's no telling when — if ever — 


the state's attorney will overcome his af- 
fliction. Hanrahan apparently is one of 
those public officials who won't respond 
to the only known cure — regular doses 
of candor with the press. So what the 
outcome will be is anyone's guess. 


All I can say is get well soon, Ed. 


Rank Arrogance Of Rigid-Liberals

There's a pretty sizable bunch of liber- 


als around today who work hard at giv- 
ing liberalism a bad name. 


It's also true, of course, at the con- 


servative end of the spectrum. So why 
pick on the liberals? Simple. They're 
making the clamor and getting the atten- 
tion, as the conservatives did in the 
Goldwater era.

In this town they bear a charmed life. 


They seem to gain then- credibility from 
knocking the credibility of others. They 
get a season pass from the journalistic 
fraternity. Seldom are their assertions 
and arguments subject to the same hard 
scrutiny which reporters level at an in- 
cumbent administration. Skepticism in 
Washington is selective. 


The rigid liberals tout absurdly bad 


books like Charles Reich's "The Green- 
ing of America." They often manage to 
overstate the horrors of the war in In- 
dochina, which isn't easy. Looking at the 
frustrations of the young, the black, the 
brown and others, they condone rage but 
deplore the violence it can lead to. 


Their criticisms of the police and the 


military, which can be immensely useful 
when specific and pointed, frequently are 
cruelly ambiguous. Delivered sweep- 
ingly, they appear to suggest we could 
wen do without an Army and a police 
force. What does it really mean to be 
"anti-military" in a country that surely 


is going to have an Army for long, long 
years? 


The doctrinaire types are supposed to 


have the smarts. Nobody, it is contended, 
can match them for intellect, insight, 
etc. Why, then, do so many of them 
spend so much time shouting schoolboy 
slogans, flushing with joy when some- 
body cries "Fire J. Edgar Hoover!" and 
putting the rap on people who don't sub- 
scribe to their narrow little catechism? 


Not too many weeks ago, a frail publi- 


cation called The New Democrat listed 
the fellows it thought were fit to have the 
1972 Democratic nomination for presi-

dent. Pointedly missing was the name of 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine, top con- 
tender. 


What's the matter with Bid Ed? Critics 


say he's "indecisive." He says he sees a 
tot of sides to things and takes time to 
make up his mind. The Marching and 
Shouting Society scorns that kind of non- 
sense. What's your decision, fella? We 
want it now! If there's any fine in- 
tellectual discrimination in this kind of 
appraisal, it's not apparent. What the ri- 
gid liberals seem to say is:

NEW YORK (UPI) - The growing tol- 


eration (or long haired, bearded males in 
all walks of life is expected to generate 
millions of dollars of new business year- 
ly 


It also may trim sales of razor blades 


and shaving creams, but not drastically. 
Even a luxurious beard requires some 
shaving 


The total hair care market in the 


United States hasn't been precisely cal- 
culated, but shampoos alone go for $300 
million a year retail. The broadcasters 
say they garnered $109 million in tele- 
vision advertising of hair care prepara- 
tions last year and they had less than 
half of all the industry's advertising out- 
lay Since about 25 per cent of the retail 
price of such preparations usually repre- 
sents advertising cost, that could mean a 
total market of well over $900 million, 
with the major share in preparations for 
feminine hair care 


The barriers against longer hair and 


neat beards are going down slowly al- 
most everywhere in business, although 
reluctantly on the part of employers, 
and in the armed forces and profession- 
al sports 


No longer is a youngster with long 


hair, sideburns and a beard automatical- 
ly put down as a hippie or a radical dis- 


sident. 


Nor are long hair and a beard the bar- 


rier to obtaining a good credit rating 
they were a couple of years ago, accord- 
ing to J. W. Goss, a Boston mortgage 
insurance man. His firm insures loans. 
Goss said he found lenders and credit 
managers in the Boston area no longer 
pay much attention to beard and long 
hair. 


Placement officers of New York Uni- 


versity and the University of Tennessee 
recently warned seniors that shoulder 
length hair and extravagant or unkempt 
beards still are obstacles in job hunting 
Many corporate recruiters still prefer 
the close shaven, close cropped look. 


On the other hand, Stephen Cohen of 


University of Tenessee's Placement Of- 
fice found by querying 224 companies 
that there is much more tolerance of 
neat beards and sideburns. However, 
long hair is still frowned on by recruit- 
ers. 


In' advertising, broadcasting and some 


other so-called creative fields, there even 
is a developing preference for longer 
hair and beards. Larry Marshall of Mar- 
shall Consultants, an employment firm 
specializing in the creative areas, said 
the close-shaven chap with short hair 
and a conservative suit may be looked on 
as behind the times and "not with it" by 
employers in these fields.

campers — nearly 50 million, according 
to the industry — and there may not be 
room tor anybody else, anywhere, this 
summer. 


The main reason for the burgeoning 


popularity 
of camping vacations, of 


course, is that this is possibly the most 
economical way there is of leaving home 
for a couple of weeks, outside of moving 
in with relatives. 


Camping authorities point out that ex- 


penses can be truly minimal for those 
who are able to live off the land in some 
measure — that is, persons adept at 
hunting, fishing or stealing chickens. The 
principal expenses, once you've acquired 
your equipment, are gas and oil and the 
fees paid for the use of campsites. 


At thousands of privately owned camp- 


grounds, fees vary widely, mostly de- 
pending 
on 
the 
services 
and 
cns- 


veniences available — though not al- 
ways. We've known campers who were 
saddened by their experience with sites 
where the quality of accommodations 
was low but the fees were not. 


There are, however, thousands of state 


and federal parks and recreation areas 
available to campers. Some are free. 
When there's an admission charge, it 
generally runs from $1 to $3 for the fami- 
ly. 


One of the biggest camping bargains is 


the Golden Eagle Passport -- a $7 season 
pass which admits all passengers in a 
private, non-commercial vehicle to any 
of the country's federal recreation areas 
where admission fees are charged.

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Stitching Sampler 


Bound Them Closer 


by MARIANNE SCOTT 


"Patty Polk did this and she hated ev- 


ery stitch she did in it. She loves to read 
much more." 


In 1800 when 10-year-old Patty stitched 


these words into her sampler she 
couldn't have even dreamed that the nee- 
dlework she so despised would be pre- 
served for posterity and written up in 
books on American samplers. 


Patty's sincere but humorous choice in 


stitched prose was a definite departure 
from the usual proverbs, religious verse 
or alphabet letters used in the early 
American "exemplars." But in those 
days the execution of fine embroidery 
was considered to be one of the social 
graces and a part of the education of 
any refined young lady. 


As a young adult Patty must have 


been delighted when Eli Whitney's cotton 
gin started a fabric revolution. Manufac- 
turers were then turning out materials 
by the millions of yards and the women 
became less and less interested in spin- 
ning, weaving — and needlework. 


LUCKY 
FOR PATTY she 
wasn't 


around more than a century later when 
the nearly forgotten art of needlework 
began to enjoy a revival. This revival is 
stronger than ever today as Americans 
search out antiques and nostalgic links 
with the past. 


"In this year of 1971, Questers from all 


over the United States are not only hav- 
ing 'fun searching' through a quantity of 
information about Early American Sam- 
plers, but they are experiencing a par- 
ticular joy 'in finding' that perhaps the 
span of years is not so great after all 
from 1620 to 1971," wrote the Americana 
Hunters Chapter of Arlington Heights in 
a recent sampler contest. 


This local chapter of Questers, Inc., 


one of 400 in the country, recently won 
second place in the national Quester con- 
test on Early American Samplers for its 
essay and sampler, a joint effort of its 
members. 


ACKNOWLEDGED 
THE 
chapter 


members. "In our hurried lives during 
these often frantic times, we would do 
well to emulate the women who did such 


painstaking work. Our great-great-great- 
grandmothers were truly heroines in the 
making of our country, and the pleasure 
they derived and gave to their families 
through their needlework is a bond we 
can be proud to share. We look back to 
these women with much love and a great 
respect." 


For authenticity, the linen background 


of the Americana Hunters' 1971 sampler 
was hand-loomed by Mrs. Douglas Bondy 
of Arlington Heights on her hand-made, 
antique loom. Mrs. Robert Mason, also of 
Arlington Heights, president of the chap- 
ter, researched the dyes used by the ear- 
ly settlers and dyed the yarns for the 
embroidery with purple grapes, beets, 
acorns, juniper berries, huckleberries, 
saffron, strawberries, onions and tea. 
The shades are muted as were the colors 
used in the early samplers. 


Other members, after locating and 


studying authentic samplers in the com- 
munity, collaborated in designing the 
"exemplar," and all members read one 
or more books on the subject and helped 
write the 11-page essay. 


THE ACTUAL NEEDLEWORK was 


done by Mrs. Samuel N. Keys of Arling- 
ton Heights and Mrs. Bondy. 


The designs were copied as nearly as 


possible from the designs and stitches 
found on the various samplers dis- 
covered in the area and thought to be 
original with the early needleworkers. 


Along with flowers, a yellow star, a tan 


dog, a heart, a tree and a peacock, the 
women used their Quester motto: "It's 
fun to search, and a joy to find." 


A m e r i c a n a Hunters chapter was 


formed only two years ago, and mem- 
bers feel that in compiling the contest 
information they were drawn closer to- 
gether and cemented the bond they 
shared in collecting and learning more 
about antiques and their history, the aim 
of all Questers. 


They are justifiably proud of earning a 


second place award in the national con- 
test (which covers a different topic each 
year). But most important they feel they 
have increased their appreciation for the 
artistry, the self-discipline and the per- 
severance of the early American women.

Speaking Of... 
Cheap Meals On The Road 


by SUSAN S. STEVENS 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Been out dining 


recently? Most likely. 


But have you been out for an evening- 


long feast with eight courses, vintage 
wine, elegant decor, impeccable service 
and sky-high prices? Probably not. Very 
few persona still regard haute cuisine 
worth the time and expense and few res- 
taurants remain to serve them grandly. 


Fine dining to on its death bed in the 


United States, says David Wexler, pub- 
Usher of Institutions and Volume Feeding 
magazine. At the same time, Wexler 
says, the prepared-foods industry is ris- 
ing much like well-yeasted dough. 


A change in life style is the main rea- 


son Americans a?e turning their nose* up 
at truly fine dining, Wexler siyt, even 
t h o u g h they're eating out more 
frequently. 


Not many people want to dress formal- 


ly to go to dinner, and few want to spend 
the better part of an evening eating, he 
says. 


EVEN THOUGH fewer meals are eat- 


en in homes, the growth of the restau- 
rant industry is in providing home-like 
fare in short order, oarryout foods. 


The publisher says Women's Liberation 


has had a great deal to do with the de- 
cline and fall of the ultimate in dining. 
Working women, ever growing in num- 
bers, are more inclined to want to spend 
their evenings at home, relaxing — as 
hubby does. Or, they have duties at 
home which take up time which they 
might otherwise spend in luxury dining. 


The "reconfiguration of families" is a 


strong factor in the changing pattern 
also — most family members have inter- 
ests outside the borne that their parents 


or grandparents did not have. Many 
families do not even eat at the same 
time. 


WITH FATHER probably a commuter, 


the traditional dinner hour has broken 
down. Children eat before father arrives 
home, and mother either dines with them 
or waits for him and so she often loses 
interest in preparing a really good meal. 


While haute cuisine is going beggaring, 


moderately priced, prepared 
food is 


making restaurants mushroom. Wexler 
says more than one-third of the meals 
eaten in the nation today are away from 
home. 


The food expert says America has "ri- 


gid" tastes with hamburgers, shrimp, 
steak and chicken leaders on the menus. 


"The U.S. is hooked on hamburgers," 


he said. "There's no way out of it, wheth- 
er we like it or not."

Could you take a 10-day bus trip to 


Canada and spend less than $30 on food? 
A senior-in-high-school friend did, on a 
spring vacation tour sponsored last year 
by her French club. Admittedly, a few 
special meals were included in the pack- 
age price, but that's still a very mini- 
figure. 


And what was the secret of such thrift? 


A roommate's electric coffee kit. They 
used it for coffee, tea, instant oatmeal, 
soup — even for hotdogs. Now you prob- 
ably wouldn't go so far as to hold your 
own wiener roast in your luxury hotel 
room. In fact, if your travel budget runs 
to luxury hotels then you won't be inter- 
ested in this column at all. Nor is it for 
you if you not only can but do take ev- 
erything with you as a confirmed camp- 
er. But if you, like most of us, are plan- 
ning now for a typical family vacation by 
car, you may find here a few ideas to 
help you cut the high cost of meals on 
the road. 


First, invest in a travel coffee kit. Ours 


contains a little electric percolator that 
plugs into any outlet. The kit also holds 
two cups and saucers plus a jar of cof- 
fee, a cream substitute and a few pack- 
ets of sugar. 


EVEN QUICKER ARE immersion 


heaters, selling for just a dollar or so, 
that heat hot water for a cup of instant. 


If even this represents too much of a 
capital outlay, I remember that in our 
Poor (or Student) days we managed 
quite nicely with a Pyrex baby bottle for 
the water and a baby bottle warmer to 
heat it. (Or does anybody heat baby bot- 
tles any more?) 


Whatever you use, do not leave home 


without your toothbrush, money, and 
some kind pf equipment to provide Cof- 
fee Instantly or Instant Coffee before you 
hit the road each morning. It will save 
you time and money. 


It may also save your marriage. 
Once you've had your coffee, you're 


ready to think of. breakfast. Now every 
mother knows that children who regu- 
larly start the day with Pop Tarts ami 
Hi-C at home will, if turned loose in a 
restaurant, order dollars worth of juice, 
eggs, bacon, French toast and costly et 
ceteras. The trick here is to provide the 
Pop Tarts and Hi-C or whatever in the 
motel room. Call it a Continental Break- 
fast if semantics help, but keep them far 
away from that a la carte. 


LUNCH, TOO, CAN BE a pick-up af- 


fair. Stop at a grocery store and pick up 
bread and sandwich makings plus fruit 
and cookies for a roadside picnic. And 
don't drive anyone to drink, now that the 
coin-operated machines at the service 
stations gobble up some 20 cents per can. 
Take along your own soft drinks in a 


small ice chest that you pack every 
morning with free motel ice. 


The time will come, probably once a 


day, when you'll want to go to a restau- 
rant for a meal. Here you'll find it worth- 
while to consult a travel book. (We hap- 
pen to like the Mobil guides. And our 
8-year-old always travels with a McDon- 
ald's Directory. Doesn't everyone?) 


Cafeterias usually offer you the best 


value for a family. And we've had par- 
ticularly good luck scheduling meal stops 
in college towns to patronize student 
cafeterias. 


THERE WILL BE TIMES, though, 


that you'll want to go to a really nice 
restaurant, and if you've followed these 
money-saving tips you can probably af- 
ford it. But even here you can econo- 
mize. Go for lunch instead of dinner. The 
food will be much the same, out the 
check (and the tip) will be lower. And 
don't let your children snack all morning 
— you want them Hungry. 


Finally, wear your wiglet, white gloves 


or whatever makes you feel the nicest. 
The idea is not to impress the head 
waiter, but to help you feel secure 
enough to ask for a Doggie Bag in case 
your little darlings don't quite clean their 
plates. When you pay that much for a 
simple little entree, you don't want to 
waste a crumb.

Eyes Should Be Checked 


A healthy eye will stand a large 


amount of abuse but a diseased one, very 
little, according to Dr. Derrick Vail, of 
the Illinois Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness 


Each person should make sure, from 


time to time, that his eyes are organ- 
ically sound, Dr. Vail advises. If glasses 
are needed to give keener vision with 
less effort, correct ones should be worn. 


Reading, working and studying in a 


good light without glare are essential. 
Dull light is an abomination. 


A correct posture should be main- 


tained. Reading in bed is not injurious to 
the eyes if one is properly propped up 
and the light is good. Otherwise ocular 
fatigue and even headache will result. 


It has been said that a child who holds 


the print close to his nose is injuring his 
eyes. However, Dr. Vail says, parents 
should first make certain that his eyes 
are normal, and correct glasses worn, if 
needed, and then stop worrying them- 
selves or the child. A person, child or 
adult, can be relied upon to hold his work 
at a comfortable distance for him, with- 
out outside1 interference. 


AS A RULE, the older the person is, 


the more light on near objects is needed. 
People with early cataract need more 
light. Some of them do best with 
flashlight or spotlight and magnifying 
glass combined. The smaller the pupils 
are, as is usually the case as we get old- 
er, says the doctor, the more light is nec- 
essary for proper and comfortable func- 
tioning of our eyes 
' 


Nearsighted children must be watched 


carefully, and arrangements made for 
proper lighting and seating facilities at 
school Those who have malignant or 
pernicious myopia ought to be in special 
classes, or sight-saving classes, if such 
are available in the community, accord- 
ing to Dr. Vail. If not, arrangements 
should be made by the school authorities 
to get the large print textbooks that are 
in use by such classes. 


PEOPLE WITH ONLY one good eye 


should avoid hazards of injuiy so far as 
is possible. If glasses are worn, safety or 
nonshatterable lenses can be considered. 


It is common sense for any person ex- 


posed by his work to flying particles of 
metal or emery, harmful dust or fumes, 
to wear protective goggles, says Dr. 
Vail. Fortunately, he adds, these are to 
be found in nearly every industrial plant 
these days, and are required for use by 
law in many states. Ophthalmologists 
are becoming more and more aware of 
the valuable part they can play in the 
protection of the eyesight ot people in in- 
dustry. With the cooperation of the plant 
medical director, they are giving impor- 
tant advice and other services to the 
working man.

D-J. but then sometimes people don't be- 
lieve me when I tell them I'm Chuck 
Buell from WLS," the lanky, rather long- 
haired disc jockey said. 


To avoid confusion and problems with 


identification. Buell uses his real name. 
Only a couple of the seven WLS disk 
jockeys change their names for radio 
purposes. Buell said. 


Chuck Buell began working for WLS 


three years ago. He was one of the 
youngest big station D-J's in the country: 
"I was working in Denver when I got a 
call asking me if I'd come to Chicago to 
work for WLS. Naturally. I was sur- 
prised. When one of the biggest radio 
stations in the country asks you to work 
for them, you don't hesitate too long 
about coming " 


Now, at age 27, he is on the air 19 


hours a week. The rest of his time is 
spent as station music director, where he 
listens to more than 400 new records and 
albums a week before deciding which 
ones will be on-the-air music for WLS. 


'HIE WLS HIT PARADE list which 


comes out every Monday is also his re- 
sponsibility: "I watch the ratings and 
success of tunes in other areas of the 
country. Many times we.are a pioneer in 
making tunes hit the top." 


As testimony to the station's part in 


making tunes into hits, more than 20 gold 
and platinum records from 
recording 


companies hang in the wood-paneled 
waiting room at WLS. 


One side of the waiting room is glass- 


paneled so visitors can watch the D-J's 
at work. Station policy dictates Buell and 
his fellow U-J's sit alone in the studio 
when they are on the air. His engineer, 
who watches through another glass win- 
dow for hand cues from the D-J, is re- 
sponsible for music, ads and jingles. Ev- 
erything except the D-J's comments is on 
tape cartridges. 


At 3 p.m., Buell gives up his earphones 


and microphone to Fred Winston: "Each 
D-J runs things differently. We are given 
a log with the ads that must be aired 
that hour. The rest is pretty well up to 
us. Sometimes I talk a lot, sometimes I 
play a lot of music," Buell said as he 
strolled to his office. 


"I've always listened to radio. When I 


was young, I hung about the radio sta- 
tion in Rapid City, S. D. I fell asleep to 
Johnny Dollar and woke up to "Let's 
Pretend." When Dad gave me a tape 
recorder, I started imitating radio men." 


Buell, whose off-the-air voice is very 


low pitched, has had no formal voice 
training: "I have a degree in business

administration from the University of 
Denver. I thought I'd get it in case I 
couldn't make it in radio." 


AS A WLS D-J, he was invited to Pala- 


tine High School's homecoming activities 
for two years: "I liked the area and 
when my wife and I started looking for a 
place to buy a home, we drifted to Pala- 
tine." 


He turned to the fan mail on his desk: 


"I try to answer all the serious ones, 
particularly those who want answers to' 
specific questions. I guess I get about 100 
letters a week, mostly from teenagers 
who have time to write " 


At homo, he takes time to talk with 


kids who stop by his house: "It keeps me 
in touch with teens. I can also relate to 
the young housewife who listens while 
she works because I can remember the 
same hits they knew in school." 


FROM HIS OFFICE window, he could 


see his car: "The one thing I miss in this 
job is getting involved and doing things 
like I did in Colorado. I was 15 minutes 
from my job and 15 minutes from being 
out of the city. Here you have to drive 
for a couple of hours before you get any- 
where." 


Sometimes Buell and the other WLS 


DJs go out together: "We go to each oth- 
er's homes or perhaps try out a new 
place. There isn't really a D-J hangout. 
When you work six days a week (he's on 
the air Sunday through Friday), you 
sometimes like to stay home on your day 
off." 


When he does, he usually plays with 


his IVy-year-old son, or maybe chases af- 
ter the dog to get it out of his neighbors' 
yards. 


But regardless of where he is, the ra- 


dio is always on, tuned to 890 on the AM 
dial. 


The logbook tells him which adsto air. The rest is up to him.

$21,281,900 In Ta* Morwjy Distributed 


The Cook County treasurer's office has 


distributed $21,281,900 in tax collections 
to Chicago's eight taxing bodies during 
the past three weeks, Treasurer Bernard 
J. Korzen has announced. 


At the same time, Korzen announced 


that the first distribution of tax monies 
to suburban townships has been made. 
The distribution, $3,960,253, has been 
made in record time, Korzen said. 


The treasurer's office began mailing 


Chicago tax bills May 12 and suburban 


tax bills Hay 20, Korzen said. 


"This means that in exactly two weeks 


from the time we sent out the first subur- 
ban tax bills we were able to make our 
first distribution of monies collected," 
Korzen said. "This is a record. 


"WE ARE completely current in the 


distribution of taxes collected. Every 
cent that has been collected has been dis- 
tributed to the local taxing bodies. This 
results in a savings to them in the reduc- 
tion of tax anticipation warrants, and 


gives the local taxing bodies immediate 
use of monies collected." 


Korzen said that out of a total of 


665,000 suburban real estate tax bills 
some 589,755 have been mailed. In Chi- 
cago, 492,000 out of 609,799 tax bills have 
been mailed. 


As the tax bills are paid to the treas- 


urer's office, daily distribution of the 
-monies are being made to the taxing 
bodies.

Ice Cream Sales 
Near Schools 
May Be Outlawed 


The preparation of an ordinance re- 


stricting the sale of ice cream and other 
foods near schools in Hoffman Estates 
was ordered Monday by the village 
board. 


The action came after weeks of in- 


vestigation following the submission of a 
petition by 1:0 area parents. The petition 
stated ice cream vendors were pre- 
senting a threat to the safety of children 
when large crowds gather around the 
trucks by streets. 


Basically, the ordinance will require 


ice cream vendors and other food sales 
persons to keep their trucks outside a 500 
foot radius of school buildings. The ordi- 
nance, however, sets specific areas 
around each school in the village from 
which vendors will be prohibited. 


THE ORDINANCE WAS ordered Mon- 


day after Trustee Virginia Hayter re- 
minded the board that children will be 
using school grounds through the sum- 
mer for little league, summer school and 
park district activities. 


Earlier thinking had been expressed 


that there was no rush to get the ordi- 
nance passed because school lets out 
soon, and the problem would be alle- 
viated for the summer. 


Before the terms of the ordinance were 


approved, several proposals were made 
on levying the restriction. Finally, the 


village's judiciary committee, chaired by 
Trustee Edward Hennessy, ordered the 
survey around each Hoffman Estates 
school. 


After the ordinance is officially passed, 


Police Chief John O'Connell will contact 
each food vendor licensed to operate in 
Hoffman Estates and individually make 
them aware of the new restrictions, he 
said. 


The possibility exist that ice cream 


vendors will not be licensed to operate in 
Hoffman Estates next year, according to 
opinions asserted by some trustees. 


Trustees Diane Jensen and Bruce Lind 


have both expresed 
annoyance with 


bells from ice cream trucks being rung 
at unwelcome times. 


A petition requesting the restrictions 


was first submitted by Larry Olsen, prin- 
cipal at MacArthur School. He said large 
numbers of children gather around an 
ice cream truck soliciting near the 
school, and expressed fear that a young 
child might be hurt in traffic because of 
the situation. 


Olsen said the ice cream vendor, an 


independent operator, was less than po- 
lite when asked to move from the school 
area. 


The ordinance will go into effect 20 


days after it is officially passed by the 
village board, because of a legality re- 
quiring public notice by publication.

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Kindergarten Study Unit 
To Outline Improvements

A committee established to study early 


entrance to kindergarten in Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 will recommend in- 
stead improvements in the kindergarten 
program under existing entrance pol- 
icies. 


The ad hoc committee will recommend 


at least a year of study with an eye to- 
ward lengthening the kindergarten day, 
reducing class sizes and providing for 
early entrance by either fast or slow 
learners sometime in the future. Slow 
learners would have priority for early 
entrance ahead of fast learners, or gifted 
children, if three recommendations made 
by the committee Monday night are fol- 
lowed. The study would include a de- 
tailed survey of the kindergarten popu- 
lation. 


Don Tudd, board of education presi- 


dent, at a May 22 meeting appointed 
Adam Jelen Jr., and Mrs. Bonnie Han- 
non, board members, as an ad hoc com- 
mittee to study kindergarten registration 
policies. The appointments resulted from 
a request by Mr. and Mrs. Lee Skelton, 
4726 Arbor, Rolling Meadows, for their 
daughter's admittance to school although 
she is not old enough under current pol- 
icy.

Wo Out Of Court Accord 
On Zoning Suit: Hofert 


An out of court settlement is out of the 


picture, Edward Hofert said Monday 
about a Hoffman Estates board decision 
zoning a 78-acre parcel at the village's 
north end for single family development. 


The zoning decision made last year, 


has been challenged in the Cook County 
Circuit Court where Hofert, village attor- 
ney in Hoffman Estates, went yesterday 
to defend the village's action. 


The 78 acres is located between Pala- 


tine and Bradwell roads at Hoffman Es- 
tates north end. It is owned by a group of 
investors including Chicago Alderman 
Thomas Keane and Paul Wigoda. The 
group wants to build 1,372 apartments on 
the site, objected to by Hoffman Estates 
officials and surrounding residents in 
South Harrington, Inverness and unin- 
corporated areas. 


In the settlement proposal the village 


asked for $400,000 worth of water facility 
improvements needed to serve the area 
and the owners offered to reduce the 
density to 10 units per acre But, the wa- 
ter improvement costs were too high for 


the owners to accept, according to re- 
ports. 


Last week Atty. Robert Haskins, repre- 


senting the land owners, presented a 
group of expert witnesses before Judge 
Herbert Ellis in an effort to show the 
apartments represent the best use for the 
land. 


Ellis suggested a compromise proposal 


be worked out between the parties in- 
volved resulting is a special village 
board meeting in Hoffman Estates last 
Thursday. 


The board took no action at the meet- 


ing, and although the possibility of a 
compromise still existed Thursday, Ho- 
fert said Monday that the hope for com- 
promise had failed, adding he was pre- 
pared to return to court yesterday to de- 
fend the village's position 


The land was originally zoned for com- 


mercial development and re-zoned for 
single family use after the owners came 
before Hoffman Estates authorities re- 
questing a Planned Unit Development 
Zoning classification. 


Developer Will Donate 
$107,400 For Schools 


Eric W, Kuntze, developer of a 35-acre 


parcel of land at Algonquin and Quentin 
roads, has agreed to donate $107,400 to 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist.

financial agreement after discussions on 
the development.

assistant superintendent, Kuntze first 
met with him in early May at the requst 
of the Schaumburg zoning board of ap- 
peals for consideration of a possible do- 
nation. The condominiums, primarily 
two-bedroom units, will bring an esti- 
mated 465 students to Dist. 15.

ter from Kuntze's attorney, explaining 
the developer's intent to provide the dis- 
tnct with the donation.

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Don Day Charges Rights 
Violated; Seeks $500,000 


Don Day, former TORCH Mental 


Health Clinic director, has sued the vil- 
lage of Wheeling for $500,000 charging 
that his constitutional rights were vio- 
lated when he was arrested last year. 


Named as defendants in a federal 


court suit are Police Chief M. 0. HOT- 
cher, Village Trustee Michael Valenza, 
former Wheeling policeman Ted Home- 
yer. and the village itself. 


The suit is the result of charges the 


village filed against Day on May 22,1970, 
for contributing to the delinquency of 
three minor boys. The charges were 
dropped last August at the request of the 
state's attorney's office. 


The village charged that Day allowed 


three boys to live in his Wheeling home 
without the consent of their parents or a 
court, that he did not properly supervise 
the bcvs and that he allowed them to 
associate with known drug and narcotics 
users in the home. 


Day's suit charges that Homeyer, Hor- 


cher. Valenza and others conspired to 
deprive Day of his constitutional rights. 


IT CHARGES that Homeyer failed to 


ascertain that Day had parental anil 
court consent to allow the three children 
to live in his home, that Day provided 
proper supervision, and that Day did not 
allow illegal drugs in the home at any 
time. 


Day charges that the facts in the crim- 


inal complaint were false, and that 
Homcyer had failed to investigate the 
facts. 


Day's suit also alleges that the vil- 


lage's action against him "was merely a 
pretext to provide color for the arrest 
and punishment of (Day) fov exercising 
his lawful and constitutional right to be 
secure in his person, house, and effects 
by providing a home for children." 


The suit asks for the $500,000 damages 


— $280,000 in actual damages and 
$250,000 in punitive and exemplary dam- 
ages. It says the damages are warranted 
because no a direct result of the acts of 
Homeyer, Horcher, Valenza and the vil- 
lage, Day was "deprived of liberty, suf- 
fered much anxiety, and distress, his 
reputation was impaired, he lost wages 
and salary and will continue to lose 
wages, and he did expend substantial 
funds in defending himself from the 
charge brought against him," 


DAY'S CONTRACT with the TORCH 


clinic expired after his arrest. It was not 
renewed and he now is coordinator of a 


program for socially maladjusted stu- 
dents at Tinley Park High School. 


The suit names Homeyer, Horcher and 


Valenza in both their official capacities 
and as individuals, 


Homeyer is involved in the case be- 


cause he was the arresting officer and 
signed the complaint against Day. 


Horcher is named in his capacity as 


police chief since he was in command of 
the police department at the time of 
Day's arrest. 


Valenza was to have been a witness 


against Day in the delinquency case and 
as a village trustee allegedly influenced 
Day's arrest. 


James Hickman, Day's attorney, said 


yesterday that the three sections of the 
suit differ only in the intent involved in 
the village's actions against Day. 


Hickman explained that the sections 


give the jury the choice of determining 
not only the guilt or innocence of Hor- 
cher, Homeyer, Valenza and the village, 
but alrfo allow the jury to decide whether 
Day was the victimof recklessness, neg- 
ligence or atrfoWntlgfial conspiracy, 


THE DIFFERENCE in that finding 


would govern the amount of damages 
awarded in the case, Hickman said. 


Hickman explained that while it is the- 


oretlclly possible, that a jury could award 
Day damages on all three of the counts 
for a total of $1% millin, the likelihood is 
that only one of the three counts would 
be chosen by the jury. 


Hickman said the charges filed were 


essentially the same as would have been 
alleged if the suit had been filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court instead of Federal 
District Court. 


He declined to comment on why he had 


chosen the federal court, however. 


Now a Mount Prospect resident, Day 


had the title of "coordinator of educa- 


tional and social services" for the Title 
III program in Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. 


His duties included overseeing adoles- 


cent group therapy sessions, providing 
supervision for evening recreation pro- 
grams in local schools and administering 
an evening program for school dropouts, 
according to the suit. 


THE SUIT CONTENDS that as a direct 


result of his Title HI activities Day "did 
associate, teach, supervise and limitedly 
control children who were then and there 
without apparent guardians, supervision, 
support, maintenance or livelihood." 


It was in relation to a home for boys 


Day ran in his home under those Title HI 
activities that the village charged Day 
with contributing to the delinquency of 
the three boys. 


Homeyer, the former Wheeling police- 


man named in the complaint, recently 
resigned from the force after being 
charged with aggravated assault and 
cruelty to children. 


A grand jury refusal to indict Homeyer 


on the charges which related to alleged 
beatings of his children resulted in the 
case being dropped. However, Homeyer 
who lived in Arlington Heights, has not 
asked to be reinstated on the police 
force. Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Hor- 
cher said yesterday he did not know 
where Homeyer is now.

Restaurateur Charges Harassment 


A Wheelng businessman charged Mon- 


day that recent inspections and a refusal 
of a business license for his restaurant 
"is, political harassment and dis- 
crimination." 


Wheeling Trustee Michael Valenza 


countered that the village should demand 
the violations in the restaurant be cor- 
rected immediately. "I for one wouldn't 
want it on my conscience if anything 
happened," he said. 


The businessman, Jerry Fuller, had 


written to the village board in response 
to a letter from Bill Bieber, village direc- 
tor of building and zoning. Fuller told the 
board that the violations Bieber ordered 
corrected would cost $1,200 to fix. He 
proposed a repair schedule from now 
through April, 1973 for completion of the 
work. 


Fuller was one of the organizers in the 


Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
during the recent village election and 
served as an officer for the write-in par- 
ty, which lost in its bid for election. 


Fuller also owns and operates the 


Sandwich Haven restaurant at 759 W. 
Dundee Rd. 


"I FEEL this is political harassment 


and discrimination. In the past 30 days 
following the local elections my restau- 
rant has been inspected five times by 
various agencies of the village of Wheel- 
ing. I have owned Sandwich Haven for 
more than four years and it has been 
inspected by Fire Chief Koeppen every 
year since I have been in business. This 
is the first time any serious violations 
have been noted," Fuller wrote. 


"After checking with'friends I have 


found that there are many stores in 
Wheeling that have known violations but 
did not have their business licenses sus- 
pended by Mr. Bieber." Fuller said. 


"They were also not threatened to cor- 


rect the violations within 30 days or be 
run out of business," he said. 


"It is not the intention of this letter to 


irovide harassment or discrimination. 
However, the amount of evidence that 
has been accumulated is staggering. It is 
my hope that this will at least prompt an 
investigation by the village board," Full- 
er wrote. 


Valenza asked other board members if 


Fuller's letter had been made public be- 
fore he began his comments. 


He said that knowing that the viola- 


tions exist in the restaurant, he expected 
to see it through. He said the village has 
never given anyone two years to correct 
violations. He said 30 days was not an 
"awfully long" period nor was 60 days, 
and asked Bieber to pick a time limit he 
thought fair. 


Bieber replied that he would prefer the 


30-day limit because he would not want 
to be responsible for the extension of 
tune in case of a fire in the restaurant. 


He said most people correct nine out of 


ten violations within the time limit. 


WHEN VALENZA asked why Fuller 


had not immediately begun to correct the 
violations, Bieber said "he hasn't taken 
it seriously." 


Valenza said, "You have a job to do 


and the way I see it you should do your 
job." 


In his letter Fuller agreed to correct a 


number of the violations withing the 30 
day period. He said he could not afford a 
capital outlay of $1,200 within 30 days. 


He said he could afford $50 per month 


to correct the violations. 


He said he thought that was a realistic 


figure "since the economy is in a decline 
and at present my family and I are 
spending all of the restaurant's profits on 
normal living." 


FULLER said he could realistically 


meet the schedule even if business be- 
came worse by cancelling his hospital- 
ization. 
"He said that by Aug. 31 this year he 
would remove combustible materials 
from the furnace room, secure the gas 
piping to the walls and baseboard, re- 
move the broken sign, and remove elec- 
trical boxes on the roof. 


He said he could install a dry chemical 


fire extinguisher system at a cost of $600 
by March 31, 1972, could put a more ef- 
ficient shut-off valve on the stove by 
April 30, 1972, could install permanent 
electric outlets by June 30, 1972 and 
could put a relief valve on the hot water 
heater by Aug. 31,1972. 


Fuller also said he could install exit 


signs by November, 1972, and reverse the 
rear door so it swings out by Jan. 31, 
1973. 


He said he wouldn't reverse the front 


door because it would swing out and 
knock children off of bicycles as they 
rode by the restaurant. 


He also said he could have a grease 


separator installed in the sinks by April 
30, 1973. 


Fuller said in his letter that he had 


ignored the dishwashing and sink sugges- 
tions in Bieber's letter because his sinks 
and dishwashing method has been ap- 
proved by the village sanitarian no less 
than 15 times. He said he would com- 
plete any of the work he could sooner 
than the deadlines he gave, if possible.

Delay Decision 
On Incorporation 


Once again a decision from the Cook 


County Circuit Court on a proposal to in- 
corporate the City of Prospect Heights 
has been postponed. 


Yesterday the court continued a hear- 


ing to review objections to the incor- 
poration proposal from June IS to June 
29. This is the third continuance since 
March. 


The hearing on the objections was con- 


tinued after Judge Harry 
Comerford 


failed to appear yesterday for another 
hearing. This hearing was called to re- 
view a motion to strike one of the objec- 
tions to the incorporation proposal. Attor- 
ney Donald Kreger, representing the 
Prospect Heights group, submitted the 
motion to the court. The hearing on the 
motion is continued to Tuesday. 


The hearing on the objections, sched- 


uled for June 29, may be continued a 
fourth time if any party appeals a ruling 
made at the first hearing. 


At the first hearing Kreger will ask the 


court to strike all objections that contend 
Prospect Heights may not incorporate as 
a city without the consent of Mount Pros- 
pect, Wheeling, Des Plaines and Arling- 
ton Heights. The consent question is the 
main point of contention in the case. Be- 
cause of a contradiction in state statutes 
it is not certain whether the objection of 
a neighboring municipality will block the 
incorporation. A portion of the statutes 
indicates that the petitioners must secure 
the consent of all municipalities within 
one mile of the proposed city boundaries. 


Two of the villages concerned have 


filed objections to the incorporation pro- 
posal. They are Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights. Seven other objections, 
have 


also been filed by the River Trails Park 
District and private landowners. 


"If the judge says we don't need the 


consent then the other objections will be 
considered at the second hearing," said 
Kreger. "If the judge doesn't rule in our 
favor then there is no point to holding a 


full 
„. 


Other objections deal with questions of 


contiguity and population and area re- 
quirements. 


As the case is repeatedly continued by 


the court, the petitioners, led by the offi- 
cers of the Prospect Heights Improve- 
ment Association, are preparing for in- 
corporation.

The Illinois Racing Board Tuesday or- 


dered officials of Arlington Park Race 
Track to provide better safety measures 
for its employes in the wake of last 
Thursday night's fire that killed 33 
horses and caused an estimated $500,000 
in damages. 


After the board gave Arlington Park 


officals a pat on the back for its "he- 
roic" handling of last week's fire, it out- 
lined the changes it wants made 


These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
installation of smoke and heat detectors 
in stalls and improved security 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 
was Inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living conditions of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port." 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now " The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel

Trustees Order Crackdown 
On Sprinkling Ban Law 


Buffalo Grove village trustees ordered 


a crackdown in the enforcement of the 
sprinkling ban Monday night, but as of 
Tuesday afternoon, the word hadn't fil- 
tered down to Police Chief Harold Smith. 


The trustees want the police depart- 


ment to use public address systems to 
explain the sprinkling ordinance to the 
people, and then* begin iss" ng citations 
to persons who continue v, violate the 
ordinance. The fine can run from $5 to 
$1.000. 


Currently the police department, has 


only been warning residents of the ordi- 
nance when they find someone violating 
it. 


THE ORDINANCE now in effect, 


allows residents 
with odd-numbered 


addresses to water their lawns on Mon- 
day. Wednesday and Saturday. Persons 
with 
even-numbered 
addresses 
can 


water their lawns on Tuesday. Thursday 
and Sunday. No lawn watering is per- 
mitted on Friday. 


At the board meeting Monday night, 
Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said he 
would inform Smith Tuesday to have the 
police start issuing citations to sprinkl- 
ing violators. 


Smith said he has not heard of the pro- 


posed crackdown and added, "I'll prob- 
ably get a memo on it." 


"Fines won't help. You have to educate 


the people," he said. 


Smith also said at the height of the 


water shortage last year, his department 
issued citations, but when the fines were 
contested in court, the charges were dis- 
missed. 


"The court isn't particularly interested 


in Buffalo Grove's water problems," 
Smith said. 


One officer said he personally had 44 


such citations that were dismissed when 
they were contested hi court. 


A REPORT from Bill Davis, director 


of public services, prompted the trustees 
to press for the crackdown. 


In his report, Davis said on a normal 


day, village well number one pumps 
300,000 gallons of water but "on week- 
ends this will increase to 1,500,000 per 
day. So from this you can see that the 
sprinkling ban is not being obeyed by the 
residents." 


"I was told by the police department 


they were trying to enforce the ordi- 
nance, but when they (the police) were 
out of sight, the residents would then 
start (watering) again," Davis said. 


Davis also said that over the Memorial 


Day weekend, 7,500,000 gallons of water 
were pumped from the village wells. 


Davis attributed what he called "ex- 


cessive sprinkling" to the large amount 
of new lawns in the village. 


In the report, Davis also recommended 


the village start plans for a well in the 
Mill Creek subdivision and stuck to his 
prediction that "we will not have any 
problems this summer if the sprinkling 
ban is obeyed." 


Day Asks $500,000 In Suit 


Don Day. former TORCH Mental 


Health Clinic director, has sued the vil- 
lage of Wheeling for $500,000 charging 
that his constitutional rights were vio- 
lated when he was arrested last year. 


Named as defendants in a federal 


court suit are Police Chief M. 0. HOT- 
cher, Village Trustee Michael Valenza, 
former Wheeling policeman Ted Home- 
yer, and the village itself. 


The suit is the result of charges the 


village filed against Day on May 22,1970, 
for contributing to the delinquency of 
three minor boys. The charges were 
dropped last August at the request of the 
state's attorney's office. 


The village charged that Day allowed 


three boys to live in his Wheeling home 
without the consent of their parents or a 
court, that he did not properly supervise 
the hcvs and that he allowed them to 
associate with known drug and narcotics 
users in the home. 


Day's suit charges that Homeyer, Hor- 


cher. Valenza and others conspired to 
deprive Day of his constitutional rights. 


IT CHARGES that Homeyer failed to 


ascertain that Day had parental anil 
court consent to allow the three children 
to live in his home, that Day provided 
proper supervision, and that Day did not 
allow Illegal drugs in the home at any 
time. 


Day charges that the facts in the crim- 


inal complaint were false, and that 
Hnmcyor had failed to investigate the 
facts 


Day's suit also alleges that the vil- 


lage's action against him "was merely a 
pretext to provide color for the arrest 
and punishment of (Day) for exercising 
his lawful and constitutional right to be 
secure in his person, house, and effects 
by providing a home for children." 


The suit asks for the $500,000 damages 


— $250.000 in actual damages and 
$250.000 in punitive and exemplary dam- 
ages. It says the damages are warranted 
because as a direct result of the acts of 
Homeyer, Horcher, Valenza and the vil- 
lage, Day was "deprived of liberty, suf- 
fered much anxiety, and distress, his 


reputation was impaired, he lost wages 
and salary and will continue to lose 
wages, and he did expend substantial 
funds in defending himself from the 
charge brought against him." 


DAY'S CONTRACT with the TORCH 


clinic expired after his arrest. It was not 
renewed and he now is coordinator of a 
program for socially maladjusted stu- 
dents at Tinley Park High School. 


The suit names Homeyer, Horcher and 


Valenza in both their official capacities 
and as individuals. 


Homeyer is involved in the case be- 


cause he was the arresting officer and 
signed the complaint against Day. 


Horcher is named in his capacity as 


police chief since he was in command of 
the police department at the time of 
Day's arrest. 


Valenza was to have been a witness 


against Day in the delinquency case and 
as a village trustee allegedly influenced 
Day's arrest. 


James Hickman, Day's attorney, said 


yesterday that the three sections of the 
suit differ only in the intent involved in 
the village's actions against Day. 


Hickman explained that the sections 


give the jury the choice of determining 
not only the guilt or innocence of Hor- 
cher, Homeyer, Valenza and the village, 
but also allow the jury to decide whether 
Day was the victim of recklessness, neg- 
ligence or an intentional conspiracy. 


THE DIFFERENCE in that finding 


would govern the amount of damages 
awarded in the case, Hickman said. 


Hickman explained that while it is the- 


oreticlly possible that a jury could award 
Day damages on all three of the counts 
for a total of $1% miUin, the likelihood is 
that only one of the three counts would 
be chosen by the jury. 


Hickman said the charges filed were 


essentially the same as would have been 
alleged if the suit had been filed in Cook 
County Circuit Cpurt instead of Federal 
District Court. 


He declined to comment on why he had 


chosen the federal court, however, 


Now a Mount Prospect resident, Day

charged with aggravated assault and 
cruelty to children. 


A grand jury refusal to indict Homeyer 


on the charges which related to alleged 
beatings of his children resulted in the 
case being dropped. However, Homeyer 
who lived in Arlington Heights, has not 
asked to be reinstated on the police 
force. Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Hor- 
cher said yesterday he did not know 
where Homeyer is now.

No Decision 
Again For 
Checker Rd. 


The saga of Checker Road continued 


Monday night 
when Buffalo 
Grove 


Trustees discussed its disrepair for 45 
minutes and again reached no decision 
on how to repair the deeply potted gravel 
road. 


The part of the road in question runs 


from Buffalo Grove Road to Springside 
Lane. 


However, the discussion took a new 


turn when it was discovered that perhaps 
private developers could be forced to pay 
for repairing one half of the road under 
the provisions of a 1964 preannexation 
agreement. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa admitted 


that he might have been at fault for not 
informing the board of this fact earlier, 
but said, "it's my job to make agree- 
ments not police them." 


THE PREANNEXATION agreement is 


between the village and Harold Fried- 
man, a local developer and ownor of the 
golf course bordering Checker Road, 
Levitt and Sons, the builders of Strath- 
more, and individual property owners. 


The agreement states that they are re- 


sponsible for improving one half of the 
road "in accordance with the subdivision 
regulation," according to Raysa. 


"There is no question about it, they are 


responsible for one half of the devel- 
opment of that road," Raysa told tne 
trustees. 


The trustees then directed Raysa to 


contact the parties to the preannexation 
agreement to inform them that they are 
obligated to pay for the repair. 


Also David Anderson, Vernon Town- 


ship highway commissioner, appeared 
before the board again and outlined his 
plan for the repair. 


The village and the township have 


agreed to share the costs because half of 
it is in the village and the other half is in 
the township. 


ANDERSON PROPOSED to grade the 


road with 10 inches of gravel, reshape 
the shoulders and drainage ditches, cov- 
er the new road with a seal coat of oil 
and "see what happens to it." 


Anderson wants to let the new road 


bed settle for a year before applying a 
two and one-half inch coat of asphalt. He 
estimated the cosf of the two-step project 
at $36,500. However the village could not 
use State Motor Fuel Tax funds to pay 
for this type of work because Anderson's 
proposed improvements do not meet 
state standards. 


As another alternative, the board di- 


rected the village engineers to submit en- 
gineering drawings to the state for ap- 
proval to obtain the release of motor fuel 
tax funds. 


These drawings, prepared to state 


specifications, would increase the cost of 
the road to at least twice Anderson's fig- 
ure. Anderson said no matter what the 
cost of the road, the township could only 
pay about $20,000 for the project.

Racing Board Orders Improved 
Safety

The Illinois Racing Board Tuesday or- 


dered officials of Arlington Park Race 
Track to provide better safety measures 
for its employes in the wake of last 
Thursday night's fire that killed 33 
horses and caused an estimated $500,000 
in damages. 


After the board gave Arlington Park 


officals a pat on the back for its "he- 
roic" handling of last week's fire, it out- 
lined the changes it wants made. 


These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
Installation of smoke and heat detectors 
In stalls and improved security. 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 
was Inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living condition* of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port " 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values. We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now." The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel.

Fees Policy 
Is Discussed 


Wheeling Park Board members briefly 


discussed inequities in the district's pol- 
icy of fees for use of various meeting 
rooms and the gymnasium Thursday, but 
deferred action on the fee schedule until 
a June 17 meeting. 


A comparison sheet distributed to 


board members by Dist Supt. Ferd 
Arndt showed that a variety of organiza- 
tions such as scout leaders, the Wheeling 
Athletic Association, the Well Baby Clin- 
ic, Norwesco. the Wheeling Woman's 
Club, the Community Art League and the 
Wheeling Wheelmen bicycle club use dis- 
trict meeting rooms for no fee because of 
variations granted by the park district or 
sponsorship by the park district.

Clubs which pay the full fees listed in 


district ordinances for rentals include the 
Racing Dolphins Model Boat Club, the 
AC Square Wheels, the Illinois Drum and 
Bugle Corps parent meeting, and the 
Wheeling Athletic Association Auxiliary. 


Park board members commented that 


it was inconsistent to allow the Wheeling 
Athletic Association to use the meeting 
rooms (or free while charging the associ- 
ation's auxiliary for meeting space. They 
also questioned why the Wheeling Wom- 
en's Club used the facilities for free 
while the Over 50 club received only a 
reduced rate. 


Board president Alf Wilson said the 


district fee variation ordinance "is more 
trouble than it's worth." 


Pointing to the Wheeling Athletic Asso- 


ciation, Commissioner Eugene Sackett 
said "the organization with the most 
money is ia free."

Once again a decision from the Cook 


County Circuit Court on a proposal to in- 
corporate the City of Prospect Heights 
has been postponed. 


Yesterday the court continued a hear- 


ing to review objections to the incor- 
poration proposal from June 15 to June 
29. This is the third continuance since 
March. 


The hearing on the objections was con- 


tinued after Judge Harry Comerford 
failed to appear yesterday for another 
hearing. This hearing was called to re- 
view a motion to strike one of the objec- 
tions to the incorporation proposal. Attor- 
ney Donald Kreger, representing the 
Prospect Heights group, submitted the 
motion to the court. The hearing on the 
motion is continued to Tuesday. 


The hearing on the objections, sched- 


uled for June 29, may be continued a 
fourth time if any party appeals a ruling 
made at the first hearing. 


At the first hearing Kreger will ask the 


court to strike all objections that contend 
Prospect Heights may not incorporate as 
a city without the consent of Mount Pros- 
pect, Wheeling, Des Plaines and Arling- 
ton Heights. The consent question is the 
main point of contention in the case. Be- 
cause of a contradiction in state statutes 
it is not certain whether the objection of 
a neighboring municipality will block the 
incorporation. A portion of the statutes 
indicates that the petitioners must secure 
the consent of all municipalities within 
one mile of the proposed city boundaries. 


Two of the villages concerned have 


filed objections to the incorporation pro- 
posal. They are Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights. Seven other objections, have 
also been filed by the River Trails Park 
District and private landowners. 


"If the judge says we don't need the 


consent then the other objections will be 
considered at the second hearing," said 
Kreger. "If the judge doesn't rule in our 
favor then there is no point to holding a

Non-Teacher Pay 
OKd; Contract 
Talks Continue 


While negotiations over teacher con- 


tracts for the coming school year contin- 
ue in Dlst. 15. there has been some 
agreement reached over salaries. 


The Dist. 15 board Monday approved 


guidelines and schedules setting salaries 
and compensations for principals and 
service personnel for the district, in- 
cluding salaries for secretaries, cafeteria 
and transportation personnel. 


A "modest increase" in salaries has 


been given to members of the service 
staff and principals, according to How- 
ard Mendors, chairman of the board's 
personnel relations committee, which has 
been negotiating contracts. More than 
$92,000 has been projected for salaries in 
these areas for the coming budget, $4,000 
more than what was appropriated for the 
past year. 


Besides teachers, other staff members 


whose salaries have not yet been estab- 
lished are administrative and executive 
personnel, custodians and supervisors. 


Contract negotiations with teachers 


will be resumed Monday after a 1V4- 
month delay. 


THE BOARD ALSO approved the ap- 


pointments of four district teacners to as- 
sistant principal and administrative posi- 
tions. 


Corbitte Henry, currently a CORE 


teacher at Carl Sandburg School in Roll- 
ing Meadows, was named assistant prin- 
cipal of the school for the coming year. 
Henry has been with Dist. 15 five years. 


William Zuehtke, a sixth grade teacher 


at Virginia Lake School, was appointed 
assistant principal at Stuart R. Paddock 
School. Suehlke has been with the district 
four years and previously with another 
school district for IVi years. 


Michael Greene and Robert Rozycki, 


both currently teachers in the district, 
were appointed administrative interns. 
Greene, who teaches math at Gray M. 
Sanborn School, will serve as intern at 
Sanborn. He has been with Dist. 15 four 
years. 


Rozycki, a CORE teacher at Plum 


Grove School, will become an intern 
there in the fall. He has worked in Dist. 
15 for three years. 


ADMINISTRATIVE interns serve in 


similar capacities as assistant principals, 
although they have not yet received mas- 
ter's degrees. 


Dale Kuester was reappointed assist- 


ant principal at Winston Park School, 
where he has served for two years. Kues- 
ter has worked with Dist. 15 five years. 


In making the appointments, the board 


also approved the request of Dan Vuch- 
ovich, principal of Sandburg School, for 
release time during the coming school 
year to work on his doctorate at Chi- 
cago's Loyola University in an internship 
program. 


Vuchovich will receive 80 per cent 


compensation from the district during 
his release time. His internship requires 
that he spend one day a week at Loyola. 


"This type of agreement could set a 


precedent for the district," Meadors told 
the board. "This is the first time any of 
our principals have received such an in- 
ternship for completion of their docto- 
rates."

The Palatine Village Board erupted 


into a heated discussion Monday over the 
possible contributions of Klefstad Indus- 
trial Park to the poor drainage in the 
southeast drainage area. 


Trustees Wendell Jones and Merwin 


Soper had earlier accused the developers 
of the park of contributing to industrial 
pollution and inadequate drainage. 


Jones, complaining no action had been 


taken against Klefstad since he and So- 
per made the charges two weeks ago, 
requested the village engineer update the 
survey done last June on the Klefstad 
property, which is being developed by 
Klefstad Engineering Co. of Chicago. 


He said, "The situation appears to be 


getting worse instead of better The earth 
banks are getting higher. If a heavy rain 
would occur it appears it would cause 
drainage." 


Trustee Clayton Brown said, "If you 


had checked you would have seen that 
Klefstad is completing engineering this 
week on a sewer line." 


BROWN CONTENDS that Jones should 


have directed his charges to the planning 
and public works committee, which he 
chairs, 
rather 
than making public 


charges. 


Most of the trustees agreed that the 


Junked cars and debris found on the 


property were put there by residents and 
not the developers and that something 
should be done about it. 


Suggestions included having one of the 


village departments check into the situ- 
ation, have it cleaned out, and enforce no 
dumping laws, and possibly having the 
area lighted to discourage dumping. No 
action was taken on the issue, however. 


Disagreement came over whether the 


developers were causing the drainage 
problems which residents have com- 
plained about. Residents abutting the 
property on the southeastern most sec- 
tion of Palatine liave had continual flood- 
ing problems. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun said the 


original layout provided that a retention 
pond be put on the north end of the prop- 
erty temporarily until the Hicks Road 
storm sewers were completed. 


He added that apparently not too long 


after the basin was constructed part of 
the property lying in the vicinity of Oak 
Street north of E. Glade Road began 
flooding because the basin was backed 
up. 


HE SAD) THE VILLAGE had the 


opening closed to prevent this. 


"If the channel is open as designed, 


there's flooding. If it is shut off the natu- 
ral overland drainage to the west is con- 


stricted," Braun said. 


When the Hicks Road storm sewer was 


completed the Klefstad developers were 
to extend a storm sewer'from Vermont 
Street across the Klefstad property. This 
is the sewer line that is expected to be 
completed in the next two weeks. 


Village Pres. John L. Moodie, said, "I 


do not think this would solve the flooding 
in the southeast drainage area. We have 
had many reports on what should be 
done to solve the problem but we are not 
able to do so. There were people here 
tonight who said they don't want it 
done." 


Moodie was referring to past special 


assessments proposed in the area to 
solve the flooding which were opposed by 
the residents because of the high cost. 


Earlier in the board meeting trustees 


were asked to give the go-ahead for the 
village manager to apply for a federal 
grant. The grant, if approved, would pro- 
vide up to SO per cent of the funds to 
complete the special assessment project. 


BRAUN SAID CHANCES of receiving 


the grant were slight but if it did come 
through residents in the area would be 
notified if another special assessment 
proposal is considered. 


One resident in the audience ques- 


tioned, "Why apply if you don't know if 


the people want it?" but received no an- 
swer. 


In other action the board approved an 


ordinance providing for joint parking fa- 
cilities for Pickwick Restaurant and 
Jack in the Box on Northwest Highway. 


Order Improved Safety

The Illinois Racing Board Tuesday or- 


dered officials of Arlington Park Race 
Track to provide better safety measures 
for its employes in the wake of last 
Thursday night's fire that killed 33 
horses and caused an estimated $500,000 
in damages. 


After the board gave Arlington Park 


officals a pat on the back for its "he- 
roic" handling of last week's fire, it out- 
lined the changes it wants made. 


These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
installation of smoke and heat detectors 
in stalls and improved security. 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 


was inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living conditions of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port." 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values. We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now." The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel. 


RACING BOARD MEMBER Edward 


Long recommended the board adopt a 
new rule to restrict tracks from building 
barns attached to living quarters for 
grooms and stable boys. He said the, 
board should not approve any more plans 
for barns with the attached living quar-

Living Conditions At Track Blasted

When Al CantreU leaves his room in 


the morning in the backstretch area of 
Arlington Park Race Track, the first 
thing he sees is a horse, standing about 
10 feet away in a stable. 


This is what it's like in the back- 


stretch, or barn area of the race track, 
where horses and the stable hands, who 
feed, water, walk, groom and clean up 
after the racers, live. 


Alexander McArthur, chairman of the 


Illinois Racing Board, has called life in 
the backstretch area "a dehumanizing 
situation for the workers in which some 
of the men have lost their souls." 


McArthur is the same member of the 


racing board who launched a probe of 
Arlington Park Race Track last year. 
McArthur and the board later dropped 
their investigations when no proof was 
presented concerning McArthur's allega- 
tions that track owners had a connection 
with the crime syndicate. 


The race track was built in 1927 and 


except for two concrete, fireproof struc- 
tures, all the living quarters built then 
remain standing. Three new buildings 
are under construction. Many of the per- 
sons living in the backstretch area have 
quarters just a few yards from a stable. 
Some live right next door. 


Some 1,780 employes live at the track. 


About 735 persons live in a mobile park, 
about 1,000 employes live in the stable 
area and 56 persons live in a hotel annex. 


In fairness, the conditions are not all 


that bad in some parts of the living sec- 
tion, which is located in the northwest 
area of the track complex. 


About 175 mobile homes are located in 


a trailer park within the complex. These 
house the trainers, grooms, jockeys and 


exercise boys. Their families live with 
them. 


Monday, Mrs. Alice Harms, newly- 


elected member of the Arlington Heights 
Board of Trustees, took a tour of the 
backstretch area, talking with the work- 
ers and looking over the living quarters. 


Mrs. Harms is of the opinion that Ar- 


lington Heights "should do what it's sup- 
posed to do" in providing better quality 
living conditions. 


She also believes that the fire which 


struck last Thursday night which killed 
33 horses and caused an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, could have easily 
been more harmful to the people living 
there. 


"I don't know what I can do, I'll see," 


said Mrs. Harms before her tour. "If 
conditions exist wliich do not meet our 
codes then at least the public health and 
safety committee should take a look at 
it. I may ask the administration to have 
the building department, fire chief and 
sanitarian inspect the track." 


What Mrs. Harms saw was, to her 


mind, tragic. 


She visited one typical room which was 


11 feet by 11 and a half feet and housed 
one worker, which was luxurious, in a 
sense, because those rooms usually 
house two persons. The room was part of 
a row of wooden rooms located on two 
sides of a row of stables. When the work- 
er steps out his front door he comes face 
to face with a horse. 


Inside the room is a concrete floor. 


There are nails hammered into the walls 
and are used to hang clothes. A large, 
portable fan hangs from the ceiling to 
provide some comfort in the cramped 
room. 


The living conditions vary hi the back- 


stretch area, but most of it is bad. In 
contrast to the 11x11% room is the row of 
rooms called "shed row." Here the 
rooms are 7 feet by 12 feet. The room is 
so small that another worker who had a 
portable fan lodged his in a window 
above the doorway. He also had nails in 
the walls for banging clothes and a tiny 
table with cooking utensils. 


The area in which these men are 


housed is served by one washroom. Each 
washroom, Mrs. Harms was told, was 
used by at least 24 workers. They are 
located in the middle of a complex of 
rooms and contain two shower stalls and 
three toilets. 
. 


The rooms are so unsafe, said one of 


the workers, that last Thursday night, 
when the fire began, and people were 
yelling, "fire", he raced out of bis room 
and took cover. "I know what these 
cracker boxes are like," he said. 


The safety of the people in the back- 


stretch has been of concern to the Illinois 
Racing Board. A couple of years ago, 
two concrete, fireproof barns were con- 
structed. Three others are now under 
construction. 


The new concrete buildings have 


rooms eight feet by 10 feet. It is so fire- 
proof that the walls inside the rooms are 
concrete. As one worker said, "it's nice 
in the summer but awfully cold in the 
winter." 


Jack Loome, president of Chicago 


Thoroughbred Enterprises (CTE), own- 
ers of the track, said 99 per cent of all 
barns, whether on farms or at race 
tracks, are built of wood. 


He said that in three or four years all 


the wooden structures at the track will 
be replaced by the concrete structures at 
a cost of between $1 and $2 million a 


year. 


McArthur has expressed concern that 


some of his warnings to owners of the 
race tracks in the state, about making it' 
safer for the employes, have not been • 
heeded. 


"Maybe I haven't taken a hard enough. 


stand on the issue," he said. "I want to' 
go over the situation of the fire and other 
situations with a microscope. This fire 
pointed up several things to me. 


"I plan a three-fold attack on the prob- 


lem," he said. "I want to change the en-. 
vironment. For years these tracks should 
have made improvements. They ought to 
build one new barn and tear down two. I 
see a new theater going up but I don't, 
see movement on construction. 


"What we need to do is change the liv- 


ing condition of these men. We have to 
help them climb out of the wilderness. 
Some of the men have lost their souls. 
We need to give them some pride. Then 
he will think more of himself and then 
think about others. 


"People are telling me that this is the 


way it is, that this is the life they must 
live. I don't believe that it is the way it is 
because they want it that way. Hell, they' 
don't want it that way." 


McArthur said he wants to reveiw the 


liquor dispensing situation at the track 
because of drinking's obvious effect on 
the workers. It was a discarded cigarette 
that caused the fire, Arlington Heights 
police said. 


"It's too wide open in the back- 


stretch," McArthur said. "For just se- 
curity reasons it's important. And we 
can't have living quarters in barns. The 
workers should live a short distance 
from the bams. My God, there's fami- 
lies, women and children there."

ters. 


Long also asked for reports within 30 


days from all race tracks in the state on 
the cost of installing heat and smoke de- 
tectors, which "never wait and never get 
a busy signal." During earlier dis- 
cussion, there were some discrepancies 
on the times reported on when the fire 
started and when it was actually report- 
ed to the Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Board members also attacked the lack 


of sincerity at the race track and Loome 
said it was obvious that "someone is 
shirking their responsibility." 


The first item of business at the meet- 


ing was a discussion of the fire. 


The report stated the Arlington Heights 


Fire Department received a call at 11:35 
p.m. Thursday and the first truck ar- 
rived at the scene at 11:40. When trucks 
arrived, all that remained of barn 5A 
was the two ends, according to the re- 
port. After about 30 minutes, the blaze 
was under control. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police 


Department and the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) questioned four sus- 


pects in connection with the blaze. By 
Friday afternoon, the department and 
the IBI issued a joint report stating the 
fire was accidental and was caused by a 
cigarette discarded in a pile of straw. 


The report said John F. Loome, presi- 


dent of Chicago Thoroughbred Enter- 


prises (CTE), which owns Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks, was criti- 
cized by IBI officials for the quick clean 
up of the fire damage. IBI officials said 
this hampered any attempts to check 
into the possibilities of arson being the 
cause of the blaze. 


Eye Traffic Congestion 


City officials and Rolling Meadows 


Shopping Center representatives will 
meet soon in an attempt to improve the 
traffic pattern at the shopping center on 
Kirchoff Road. 


Aldermen discussed the "congestion" 


at the shopping cneter during a meeting 
this week, and City Engineer James Mul- 
downey suggested that the "entrances be 
consolidated." He said fewer entrances 
and exits would prevent the traffic prob- 
lems for motorists attempting to enter 
and leave the shopping center. 


Muldowney also suggested that a traf- 


fic control signal be installed "as far 
west as possible" on Kirchoff Road. 


State representatives will be contacted 
for permission to install the traffic sig- 
nal, Muldowney said. 


Most accidents in the shopping center 


have occurred near the Jewel food store 
in the extreme east end of the complex, 
although Police Chief Lewis Case said 
the number of accidents in the shopping 
center reported last year was "min- 
imal." About 27 were reported at the 
east end of the shopping center including 
one injury. 


City officials have also been consid- 


ering additional traffic lanes to provide 
improved access to and from Kirchoff 
Road near the shopping center. 


The race track's own fire protection 


employes were stationed at the grand-, 
sand the evening of the fire. Loome said 
this is where they are regularly stationed' 
and it was the reponsibility of the secur-. 
ity police to patrol the stable area. He 
said the track has its own fire equipment • 
which was down at the grandstands the 
night of the fire. Asked why it is placed 
there, Loome said, "I couldn't ten you 
why" and the placement of the equip- 
ment was decided by one of his subordi- 
nates.

Developer Will Donate 
$107,400 For Schools 


Eric W. Kuntze, developer of a 35-acre 


parcel of land at Algonquin and Quentin 
roads, has agreed to donate $107,400 to 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 to 
compensate for the students his proposed 
688 condominium units would bring to the 
district. 


Dist. 15 officials and Kuntze reached 


financial agreement after discussions on 
the development. The donation is pend- 
ing approval of the development plans by 
Schaumburg village officials. 


According to Joseph Kiszka, Dist. IS 


assistant superintendent, Kuntze first 
met with him in early May at the requst 
of the Schaumburg zoning board of ap- 
peals for consideration of a possible do- 
nation. The condominiums, primarily 
two-bedroom units, will bring an esti- 
mated 465 students to Dist. 15. 


School officials recently received a let- 


ter from Kuntze's attorney, explaining 
the developer's intent to provide the dis- 
trict with the donation. Kuntze will con- 
tribute an average of $150 per unit to the 
district. 


"WE WERE pleased to get it," Kiszka 


said. "It's an average from a devel- 
oper," he said, explaining Dist. 15 in the 
past has received as little as $50 per unit 
to as much as $200 per unit from Sell- 
ergren Developers for similar construc- 
tion. 


"The important thing is the developer 


is recognizing the impact his construction 
plans will have on the school district," 
Kiszka said. "Without any kind of contri- 
bution, such developments, would be a 
real problem for us." 


Plans for the condominiums include 41 


one-bedroom units, 64 three-bedroom 
units, 525 two-bedroom units plus an ad- 
ditional 58 two-bedroom units having a 10 
by 9 foot den area. 


All units would be contained in 5 three- 


story buildings, 3 five-story buildings 
plus an additional multi-story building. 
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Total Assessed

Total assessed valuation in Rolling 


Meadows is $73,059,835 in 1970, an in- 
crease of more than $6 million from the 
previous year, according to an announce- 
ment by City Treasurer Robert Cole yes- 
terday.

shows Palatine Township assessed at 
S4S.848.248 and Elk Grove Township at

Cole said the increase in total assessed 


valuation "has to be due to the new 
buildings in the city." He said there has 
been no recent reassessment of property. 
The last reassessment in Rolling Mead- 
ows took place in 1968. 


Each of the townships increased over

Two Former 
Bank Execs 
Get 2 Years 


Two former officials of the Bank of 


Rolling Meadows were sentenced to two 
years In prison Tuesday after pleading 
guilty to charges of misapplication' of 
bank money in 1965. 


The officials, Hubert Watson of In- 


verness, former bank president, and Jo- 
seph J. Donovan of Palatine, former 
bank director, were sentenced by U.S. 
District Court Judge Frank McGarr on 
charges they misapplied more than 
$900,000 in funds which were used to buy 
stock in Westec Co. of Houston. 


The men pleaded guilty to charges 


they purchased 6,250 shares of Westec 
Co. stock in their names and those of 
fictitious persons, with five loans obtain- 
ed from the bank. Federal law prohibits 
bank officers from lending money to 
themselves except in special circum- 
stances. 


The missing funds were discovered af- 


ter the Westec Co. failed in 1966, accord- 
ing to U. S. Atty. William Thomas. In- 
dictments were handed dpwn in 1969 
against Watson, Donovan and stock- 
broker John M. Pogue of Inverness. The 
charges against Pogue were dismissed 
because of lack of evidence, Thomas 
said. 


The indictment said the Bank of Rol- 


ling Meadows lost $425,000 in the scheme. 


Bank president John Woods said the 


bank was later "fully covered by in- 
surance." Woods was a bank director in 
1969 and said the scheme was discovered 
during a director's audit. 


The court ordered Watson and Dono- 


van to begin their sentences June 25.

The average assessed valuation of

The 
1970 city tax rate is about 37 cents for 
every $100 of assessed valuation while it 
was 38 cents per $100 in 1969. 


The city portion of the total tax bill 


received by residents was only 5.4 per 
cent last year. 


Cole said the largest part of the city 


tax rate goes to the general corporate 
fund, more than 19 cents per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation. 


The library rate was 12 cents, the po- 


lice pension fund was 2 cents, the library 
bond also 2 cents and the mental health 
tax was less than one cent. Only the pub- 
lic library rate and the mental health 
rate increased. 


The general corporate tax makes up 


52.8 per cent of the total levy or 
$144,272.71 and the library accounted for 
more than 32 per cent. The police pen- 
sion, mental health and library bond levy 
make up a total of about 15 per cent. The 
adjusted levy totaled $273,243.78 for all 
categories. 


Cole also released the Rolling Mead- 


ows share of the three township road and 
bridge taxes. The total for Palatine, Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg Townships was 
$3,282,407. Palatine Township's share of 
the rate was .056, Elk Grove Township 
was .024 and Schaumburg Township .039 
for each $100 of assessed valuation. 


The road and bridge tax increased 


about $500,000 from 1969 to 1970.

Order Improved Safety

The Illinois Racing Board Tuesday or- 


dered officials of Arlington Park Race 
Track to provide better safety measures 
for its employes in the wake of last 
Thursday night's fire that killed 33 
horses and caused an estimated $500,000 


After the board gave Arlington Park 


officals a pat on the back for its "he- 
r,oic" handling of last week's fire, it out- 
lined the changes it wants made. 


These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
installation of smoke and heat detectors 
in stalls and improved security. 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 


was inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living conditions of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port." 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values. We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now." The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel. 


RACING BOARD MEMBER Edward 


Long recommended the board adopt a 
new rule to restrict tracks from building 
barns attached to living ^quarters for 
grooms and stable boys. He said the 
.board should not approve any more plans 
for barns with the attached living quar-

Hey kids it's that time of year again. 


The weather is warm, the books can be 
packed away and there's about 10 weeks 
of vacation ahead. 


It's the time of year to gather with 


friend* you haven't seen for a while or 
even get better acquainted with the ones 
you see every day. 


It's the time of the year when an old 


problem comes to the surface again. 
There's no place in the area for teens to 
spend their leisure time. 


While some youth groups continue to 


work toward building a teen center, the 
problem of "no place to go" still is here. 


For a group of kids who want to do 


something on a warm summer evening 
there's not a variety of alternatives. Par- 
ent* can only open their homes every so 
often. The hamburger place can only be 
a main attraction for a few evenings. 
The theaters don't change films often 
enough, and romping through the park 
can get a little tiresome after a few 
weeks. 


SUMMER AFTER SUMMER the sub- 


urbs turn their kids loose, but let out a 
loud yell when something goes wrong. 


When too many teens crowd into Deer 


Grove Forest Preserve there's the usual 
outcry from adults. When they see kids 
watching an "R" or "X" rated movie, 
they talk to the manager of the show. 


Several complaints are logged in local 


police stations from adults who consider 
teen-ager drivers a danger to their safe- 
ty. Reports of suspicious vehicles are 
common, too, but the cars usually turn 
out to be packed with a group of kids 
with "no place to go." 


But year after year the most that is 


done is complaining. Only a few people 
seem to really care about providing a 
place for the kids to go. 


In both Palatine and Rolling Meadows, 


programs have been started for "prob- 
lem youth." Without a doubt, such pro- 


grams are needed. 


BUT WHAT ABOUT THE all-around 


American teen-ager? He's not looking for 
trouble, not a wild night and not an unna- 
tural "high." He's just interested in 
doing more than sitting home in front of 
the television every summer night. 


It would seem every adult in the com- 


munity would be interested in helping 
him find that place. They're quick to 
complain, but slow to help. 


A few groups have made attempts at 


getting youth programs started. Park 
districts in both Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows provide some outlet for teens, 
but efforts to establish centers have 
failed. 


The past few years the Rolling Mead- 


ows Teen Government occasionally has 
been successful, but currently is not ex- 
tremely active. 


The Palatine Township Youth Organi- 


zation (PTYO) still is in operation. For 
three years now, a few kids and adults 
have kept the spirit of a teen center 
alive. The group has four acres of land, 
but needs money. 


Each fall the kids say to each other, 


"Maybe next summer we'll have a place 
for everyone to go," but "next summer" 
just doesn't seem to come.

Retention Basins Pondered 


City officials are considering construc- 


tion of retention basins on both sides of 
Rte. S3 south of Kirchoff Road to help 
prevent flooding in Rolling Meadows. 


Residents near Holly Lane have been 


faced with flooding conditions for some 
time and Aid. Kenneth Retake appeared 
before the rity streets, alleys and utttties 
committee to ask officials to consider 
flood prevention measures. 


Retake died the water conditions dur- 


ing a recent downpour as "covering the 
entire road." He also said flooded condi- 
tions exist in many yards in the area. 


City nurinmr James Mukfowney an- 


swered that he is preparing drawings for 
two retention basins to stop the flooding. 
He has presented preliminaary drawings 
to Illinois officials who he said "looked 
favorably on the idea." The retention ba- 
sins would be located to state property 
near the entrance and exit ramps to Rte. 
S3. The property is presently fenced. 


Muldowney said both underground sew- 


er lines and open retention basins are 
being considered to allow the water to 
slowly run off into the natural drainage. 


If the state approves the final drawings 


for the basins, Muldowney said the work 
may begin this year. 


Living Conditions At Track Blasted

When Al Cantrell leaves his room in 


the morning in the backstretch area of 
Arlington Park Race Track, the first 
thing he sees is a hone, standing about 
10 feet away in a stable. 


This is what it's like in the back- 


stretch, or barn area of the race track, 
where horses and the stable hands, who 
feed, water, walk, groom and clean up 
after the racers, live. 


Alexander McArthur, chairman of the 


Illinois Racing Board, has called life in 
the backstretch area "a dehumanizing 
situation for the workers in which some 
of the men have lost their souls." 


McArthur is the same member of the 


racing board who launched a probe of 
Arlington Park Race Track last year. 
McArthur and the board later dropped 
their investigations when no proof was 
presented concerning McArthur's allega- 
tions that track owners had a connection 
with the crime syndicate. 


The race track was built in 1927 and 


except for two concrete, fireproof struc- 
tures, all the living quarters built then 
remain standing. Three new buildings 
are under construction. Many of the per- 
sons living in the backstretch area have 
quarters just a few yards from a stable. 
Some live right next door. 


Some 1,780 employes live at the track. 


About 735 persons live in a mobile park, 
about 1,000 employes live in the stable 
area and 56 persons live hi a hotel annex. 


In fairness, the conditions are not all 


that bad in some parts of the living sec- 
tion, which is located in the northwest 
area of the track complex. 


About 175 mobile homes are located in 


a trailer park within the complex. These 
house the trainers, grooms, jockeys and 


enjoy sacred songs sung by George Be- 
verly Shea, America's outstanding singer 
of sacred songs and recording artist, and 
the 2,000 voice crusade choir, under the 
direction of Cliff Barrows, plus many 
other singing groups, you'll enjoy the 
crusade.

Monday, Mrs. Alice Harms, newly- 


elected member of the Arlington Heights 
Board of Trustees, took a tour of the 
backstretch area, talking with the work- 
ers and looking over the living quarters. 


Mrs. Harms is of the opinion that Ar- 


lington Heights "should do what it's sup- 
posed to do" in providing better quality 
living conditions. 


She also believes that the fire which 


struck last Thursday night which killed 
33 horses and caused an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, could have easily 
been more harmful to the people living 
there. 


"I don't know what I can do, I'll see," 


said Mrs. Harms before her tour. "If 
conditions exist which do not meet our 
codes then at least the public health and 
safety committee should take a look at 
it. I may ask the administration to have 
the building department, fire chief and 
sanitarian inspect the track." 


What Mrs. Harms saw was, to her 


mind, tragic. 


She visited one typical room which was 


11 feet by 11 and a half feet and housed 
one worker, which was luxurious, in a 
sense, because those rooms usually 
house two persons. The room was part of 
a row of wooden rooms located on two 
sides of a row of stables. When the work- 
er steps out his front door he comes face 
to face with a horse. 


Inside the room is a concrete floor. 


There are nails hammered into the walls 
and are used to hang clothes. A large, 
portable fan hangs from the ceiling to 
provide some comfort in the cramped 
room. 
s 


The living conditions vary in the back- 


stretch area, but most of it is bad. In 
contrast to the 11x11% room is the row of 
rooms called "shed row." Here the 
rooms are 7 feet by 12 feet. The room is 
so small that another worker who had a 
portable fan lodged his in a window 
above the doorway. He also had nails in 
the walls for hanging clothes and a tiny 
table with cooking utensils. 


The area in which these men are 


housed is served by one washroom. Each 
washroom, Mrs. Harms was told, was 
used by at least 24 workers. They are 
located in the middle of a complex of 
rooms and contain two shower stalls and 
three toilets. 


The rooms are so unsafe, said one of 


the workers, that last Thursday night, 
when the fire began, and people were 
yelling, "fire", he raced out of his room 
and took cover. "I know what these 
cracker boxes are like," he said. 


The safety of the people in the back- 


stretch has been of concern to the Illinois 
Racing Board. A couple of years ago, 
two concrete, fireproof barns were con- 
structed. Three others are now under 
construction. 


The new concrete buildings have 


rooms eight feet by 10 feet. It is so fire- 
proof that the walls inside the rooms are 
concrete. As one worker said, "it's nice 
in the summer but awfully cold in the 
winter." 


Jack Loome, president of .Chicago 


Thoroughbred Enterprises (CTE), own- 
ers of the track, said 99 per cent of all 
barns, whether on farms or at race 
tracks, are built of wood. 


He said that in three or four years all 


the wooden structures at the track will 
be replaced by the concrete structures at 
a cost of between $1 and $2 million a 


year. 


McArthur has expressed concern that 


some of his warnings to owners of the 
race tracks in the state, about making it 
safer for the employes, have not been 
heeded. 


"Maybe I haven't taken a hard enough 


stand on the issue," he said. "I want to 
go over the situation of the fire and other 
situations with a microscope. This fire 
pointed up-several things to me, 


"I plan a three-fold attack on the prob- 


lem," he said. "I want to change the en- 
vironment. For years these tracks should 
have made improvements. They ought to 
build one new barn and tear down two. I 
see a new theater going up but I don't 
see movement on construction. 


"What we need to do is change the liv- 


ing condition of these men. We have to 
help them climb out of the wilderness. 
Some of the men have lost their souls. 
We need to give them some pride. Then 
he will think more of himself and then 
think about others. 


"People are telling me that this is the 


way it is, that this is the life they must 
live. I don't believs that it is the way it is 
because they want it that way. Hell, they 
don't want it that way." 


McArthur said he wants to reveiw the 


liquor dispensing situation at the track 
because of drinking's obvious effect on 
the workers. It was a discarded cigarette 
that caused the fire, Arlington Heights 
police said. 


"It's too wide open in the back- 


stretch," McArthur said. "For just se- 
curity reasons it's important. And we 
can't have living quarters in barns. The 
workers should live a short distance 
from the barns. My God, there's fami- 
lies, women and children there."

ters. 


Long also asked for reports within 30 


days from all race tracks in the state on 
the cost of installing heat and smoke de- 
tectors, which "never wait and never get 
a busy signal." During earlier dis- 
cussion, there were some discrepancies 
on the times reported on when the fire 
started and when it was actually report- 
ed to the Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Board members also attacked the lack 


of sincerity at the race track and Loome 
said it was obvious that "someone is 
shirking their responsibility." 


The first item of business at the meet- 


ing was a discussion of the fire. 


The report stated the Arlington Heights 


Fire Department received a call at 11:35 
p.m. Thursday and the first truck ar- 
rived at the scene at 11:40. When trucks 
arrived, all that remained of barn 5A 
was the two ends, according to the re- 
port. After about 30 minutes, the blaze 
was under control. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police 


Department and the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) questioned four sus- 


pects in connection with the blaze. By 
Friday afternoon, the department and 
the IBI issued a joint report stating the 
fire was accidental and was caused by a 
cigarette discarded in a pile of straw. 


The report said John F. Loome, presi- 


dent of Chicago Thoroughbred Enter- 


prises (CTE), which owns Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks, was criti- 
cized by IBI officials for the quick clean . 
up of the fire damage. IBI officials said 
this hampered any attempts to check 
into the possibilities of arson being the 
cause of the blaze. 


Eye Traffic Congestion 


City officials and Rolling Meadows 


Shopping Center representatives will 
meet soon in an attempt to improve the 
traffic pattern, at the shopping center on 
Kirchoff Road; 


Aldermen discussed the "congestion" 


at the shopping cneter during a meeting 
this week, and City Engineer James Mul- 
downey suggested that the "entrances be 
consolidated." He said fewer entrances 
and exits would prevent the traffic prob- 
lems for motorists attempting to enter 
and leave the shopping center. 


Muldowney also suggested that a traf- 


fic control signal be installed "as far 
west as possible" on Kirchoff Road. 


State representatives will be contacted 
for permission to install the traffic sig- 
nal, Muldowney said. 


Most accidents in the shopping centeci1 


have occurred near the Jewel food store* 
in the extreme east end of the complex, 
although Police Chief Lewis Case said 
the number of accidents in the shopping 
center reported last year was "min- 
imal." About 27 were reported at the 
east end of the shopping center including 
one injury. 


City officials have also been consid- 


ering additional traffic lanes to provide 
improved access to and from Kirchoff 
Road near the shopping center. 


The race track's own fire protection 


employes were stationed at the grand- 
sand the evening of the fire. Loome said 
this is where they are regularly stationed 
and it was the reponsibility of the secur- 
ity police to patrol the stable area. He 
said the track has its own fire equipment 
which was down at the grandstands the 
night of the fire. Asked why it is placed 
there, Loome said, "I couldn't tell you 
why" and the placement of the equip- 
ment was decided by one of his subordi- 
nates.

Developer Will Donate 
$107,400 For Schools 


Eric W. Kuntze, developer of a 35-acre 


parcel of land at Algonquin and Quentin 
roads, has agreed to donate $107,400 to 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 to 
compensate for the students his proposed 
688 condominium units would bring to the 
district. 


Dist. 15 officials and Kuntze reached 


financial agreement after discussions on 
the development. The donation is pend- 
ing approval of the development plans by 
Schaumburg village officials. 


According to Joseph Kiszka, Dist. 15 


assistant 
superintendent, Kuntze first 


met with him in early May at the requst 
of the Schaumburg zoning board of ap- 
peals for consideration of a possible do- 
nation. The condominiums, primarily 
two-bedroom units, will bring an esti- 
mated 465 students to Dist. 15. 


School officials recently received a let- 


ter from Kuntze's attorney, explaining 
the developer's intent to provide the dis- 
trict with the donation. Kuntze will con- 
tribute an average of $150 per unit to the 
district. 


"WE WERE pleased to get it," Kiszka 


said. "It's an average from a devel- 
oper," he said, explaining Dist. 15 in the 
past has received as little as $50 per unit 
to as much as $200 per unit from Sell- 
ergren Developers for similar construc- 
tion. 


"The important thing is the developer 


is recognizing the impact his construction 
plans will have on the school district," 
Kiszka said. "Without any kind of contri- 
bution, such developments would be a 
real problem for us." 


Plans for the condominiums include 41 


one-bedroom units, 
84 three-bedroom 


units, 525 two-bedroom units plus an ad- 
ditional 58 two-bedroom units having a 10 
by 9 foot den area.

A portion of the statutes 
indicates that the petitioners must secure 
the consent of all municipalities within 
one mile of the proposed city boundaries. 


Two of the villages concerned have 


filed objections to the incorporation pro- 
posal. They are Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights. Seven other objections, have 
also been filed by the River Trails Park 
District and private landowners. 


"If the judge says we don't need the 


consent then the other objections will be 
considered at the second hearing," said 
Kreger. "If the judge doesn't rule in our 
favor then there is no point to holding a 
full hearing." 


Other objections deal with questions of 


contiguity and population and area re- 
quirements. 


As the case is repeatedly continued by 


the court, the petitioners, led by the offi- 
cers of the Prospect Heights' Improve- 
ment Association, are preparing for in- 
corporation. They have formed com- 
mittees ranging from planning to beau- 
tification.

Improved 
Safety 
Ordered

The Illinois Racing Board Tuesday or- 


dered officials of Arlington Park Race 
Track to provide better safety measures 
for its employes in the wake of last 
Thursday night's fire that killed 33 
horses and caused an estimated $500,000 
in damages. 


After the board gave Arlington Park 


officals a pat on the back for its "he- 
roic" handling of last week's fire, it out- 
lined the changes it wants made. 


These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
installation of smoke and heat detectors 
in stalls and improved security. 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 
was inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living conditions of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port." 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values. We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now." The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel. * 


RACING BOARD MEMBER Edward 


Long recommended the board adopt a 
new rule to restrict tracks from building 
barns attached to living quarters for 
grooms and stable boys. He said the 
board should not approve any more plans 
for barns with the attached living quar- 
ters. 


Long also asked for reports within 30 


days from all race tracks in the state on 
the cost of installing heat and smoke de- 
tectors, which "never wait and never get 
a busy signal." During earlier dis- 
cussion, there were some discrepancies 
on the times reported on when the fire 
started and when it was actually report- 
ed to the Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Board members also attacked the lack 


of sincerity at the race track and Loome 
said it was obvious that "someone is 
shirking their responsibility." 


The first item of business at the meet- 


ing was a discussion of the fire. 


The reporf stated the Arlington Heights 


Fire Department received a call at 11:35 
p.m. Thursday and the first truck ar- 
rived at the scene at 11:40. When trucks 
arrived, all that remained of barn 5A 
was the two ends, according to the re- 
port. After about 30 minutes, the blaze 
was under control. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Police 


Department and the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) questioned four sus- 
pects in connection with the blaze. By 
Friday afternoon, the department and 
the IBI issued a joint report stating the 
fire was accidental and was caused by a 
cigarette discarded in a pile of straw. 


The report said John F. Loome, presi- 


dent of Chicago Thoroughbred Enter- 
prises (CTE), which owns Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks, was criti- 
cized by IBI officials for the quick clean 
up of the fire damage IBI officials said 
this hampered any attempts to check 
into the possibilities of arson being the 
cause of the blaze.

to voice objections to the complex. Resi- 
dents cited possible traffic, flooding, and 
sanitary sewage problems if the complex 
were built. 


The zoning board reported the complex 


would lower property values. It said site 
developers had not proven the complex 
would serve "a public need." 


STANLEY KRZEM1NSKI, one of the 


site owners and a partner of the devel- 
opment company seeking to build a 288- 
unit apartment complev there, told the 
Herald Tuesday no decision has been 
made on further action. 


He said the complex would have bene- 


fited Des Plaines and its schools, and in- 
creased tax revenues. He said he is con- 
cerned the "government might want to 
use the land for low-cost housing." 


The city counicl's move to act on the 


zoning recommendation without com- 
mittee study came after a motion by 
Seitz, whose ward is the site of the pro- 
posed complex.

These suggestions included the up- 


grading of living conditions for stable 
boys, grooms and other track personnel, 
installation of smoke and heat detectors 
in stalls and improved security. 


Referring to the conclusion presented 


to the board that the fire was started by 
a discarded cigarette, board chairman 
Alexander MacArthur said, "This fire 
was inflicted by human error." He said 
the root of the problem is the "horrible" 
living conditions of the stable personnel 
and called them "ships without a port." 


MacArthur said all race tracks in Illi- 


nois must wake up to "the human values 
as well as the building values. We have 
got to show them a better way than the 
way they live now." The chairman asked 
for a report from each race track in the 
state on plans for upgrading recreation, 
guidance and living conditions for track 
personnel. 


RACING BOARD MEMBER Edward

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Living Conditions 
At Track Blasted

When Al Cantrell leaves his room in 


the morning in the backstretch area of 
Arlington Park Race Track, the first 
thing he sees is a horse, standing about 
10 feet away in a stable. 


This is what it's like in the back- 


stretch, or barn area of the race track, 
where horses and the stable hands, who 
feed, water, walk, groom and clean up 
after the racers, live. 


Alexander McArthur. chairman of the 


Illinois Racing Board, has called life in 
the backstretch area "a dehumanizing 
situation for the workers in which some 
of the men have lost their souls." 


McArthur is the same member of the 


racing board who launched a probe of 
Arlington Park Race Track last year. 
McArthur and the board later dropped 
their investigations when no proof was 
presented concerning McArthur's allega- 
tions that track owners had a connection 
with the crime syndicate. 


The race track was built in 1927 and 


except for two concrete, fireproof struc- 
tures, all the living quarters built then 
remain standing. Three new buildings 
are under construction. Many of the per- 
sons living in the backstretch area have 
quarters just a few yards from a stable. 
Some live right next door. 


Some 1.780 employes live at the track. 


About 735 persons live in a mobile park, 
about 1.000 employes live in the stable 
area and 56 persons live in a hotel annex. 


In fairness, the conditions are not all 


that bad in some parts of the living sec- 
tion, which is located in the northwest 
area of the track complex. 


About 175 mobile homes are located in 


a trailer park within the complex. These 
house the trainers, grooms, jockeys and 
exercise boys. Their families live with 
them. 


Monday. Mrs. Alice Harms, newly- 


elected member of the Arlington Heights 
Board of Trustees, took a tour of the 
backstretch area, talking with the work- 
ers and looking over the living quarters. 


Mrs. Harms is of the opinion that Ar- 


lington Heights "should do what it's sup- 
posed to do" in providing better quality 
living conditions, 


She also believes that the fire which 


struck last Thursday night which killed 
33 horses and caused an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, could have easily 
been more harmful to the people living 
there. 


"I don't know what I can do, I'll see," 


said Mrs. Harms before her tour. "If 
conditions exist which do not meet our 
codes then at least the public health and 
safety committee should take a look at 
it I may ask the administration to have 
the building department, fire chief and 
sanitarian inspect the track " 


What Mrs. Harms saw was, to her 


mind, trapic. 


She visited one typical room which was 


11 feet by 11 and a half feet and housed 
one worker, which was luxurious, in a 
sense, because those rooms usually 
house two persons. The room was part of 
a row of wooden rooms located on two 
sides of a row of stables. When the work- 
er steps out his front door he comes face 
to face with a horse. 


Inside the room is a concrete floor. 


There are nails hammered into the walls 
and are used to hang clothes. A large, 
portable fan hangs from the ceiling to 
provide some comfort in the cramped 
room. 


The living conditions vary in the back- 


stretch area, but most of it is bad. In 
contrast to the 11x114 room is the row of 
rooms called "shed row." Here the 
rooms are 7 feet by 12 feet. The room l> 
so small that another worker who had a 
portable fan lodged his in a window 
above the doorway. He also had nails in 
the walls for hanging clothes and a tiny 
table with cooking utensils. 


The area in which these men are 


housed is served by one washroom. Each 
washroom. Mrs. Harms was told, was 
used by at least 24 workers. They are 
located in the middle of a complex of 
rooms and contain two shower stalls and 
three toilets. 


The rooms are so unsafe, said one of 


the workers, that last Thursday night, 
when the fire began, and people were 
yelling, "fire", he raced out of his room 
and took cover. "I know what these 
cracker boxes are like," he said. 


The safety of the people in the back- 


stretch has been of concern to the Illinois 
Racing Board. A couple of years ago, 
two concrete, fireproof barns were con- 
structed. Three others are now under 
construction. 


The new concrete buildings have 


rooms eight feet by 10 feet. It is so fire- 
proof that the walls inside the rooms are 
concrete. As one worker said, "it's nice 
in the summer but awfully cold in the 
winter." 


Jack Loome, president of Chicago 


Thoroughbred Enterprises (CTE), own- 
ers of the track, said 99 per cent of all 
barns, whether on farms or at race 
tracks, are built of wood. 


He said that in three or four years all 


the wooden structures at the track will 
be replaced by the concrete structures at 


a cost of between $1 and $2 million a 
year. 


McArthur has expressed concern that 


some of his warnings to owners of the 
race tracks in the state, about making it 
safer for the employes, have not been 
heeded. 


"Maybe I haven't taken a hard enough 


stand on the issue." he said. "I want to 
go over the situation of the fire and other 
situations with a microscope. This fire 
pointed up several things to me. 


"I plan a three-fold attack on the prob- 


lem." he said. "I want to change the en- 
vironment. For years these tracks should 
have made improvements. They ought to 
build one new barn and tear down two. I 
see a new theater going up but I don't 
see movement on construction. 


"What we need to do is change the liv- 


ing condition of these men. We have to 
help them climb out of the wilderness. 
Some of the men have lost their souls. 
We need to give them some pride. Then 
he will think more of himself and then 
think about others. 


"People are telling me that this is the 


way it is, that this is the life they must 
live. I don't believe that it is the way it is 
because they want it that way. Hell, they 
don't want it that way." 


McArthur said he wants to reveiw the 


liquor dispensing situation at the track 
because of drinking's obvious effect on 
the workers. It was a discarded cigarette 
that caused the fire, Arlington Heights 
police said. 


"It's too wide open in the back- 


stretch," McArthur said. "For just se- 
curity reasons it's important. And we 
can't have living quarters in barns. The 
workers should live a short distance 
from the barns. My God, there's fami- 
lies, women and children there."

LIVING CONDITIONS at Arlington Park Race 
Track, and tracks throughout the state, have come 
under scrutiny by officials of the Illinois Racing 
Board. In the aftermath of last Thursday night's 


fire which' killed 33 horses and caused an esti- 
mated $500,000 in damages, Arlington Heights 
village trustee Mrs. Alice Harms Monday toured 
the backstretch area to see what the situation was.

Road, north of Golf Road. Rezoning 
requests are normally referred to the 
council's municipal development com- 
mittee, for study and report, before any 
action is taken.

IVo Appeal 
Of Pension! 
Ruling Seen 


The City of Des Plaines will not appeal 


a court decision favoring the city's fire 
pension board in a case involving two 
children of a deceased fireman who, the 
city claimed, were receiving too much 
pension money. 


It was decided Monday night at the 


city council meeting that instead of a 
costly appeal, model legislation will be 
presented to the state legislature to en- 
courage a change in state statutes and 
prevent future disagreements over pen- 
sion allowances. 


The case involved Mrs. Jean Hansen of 


Des Plaines, the divorced wife of a de- 
ceased fireman, Leonard, and their two 
children. 


tf she had been married at the time of 


her husband's death, in 1968, she and the 
children would have received 40 per cent 
of his salary as a pension. 


THE PENSION board felt Mrs. Han- 


sen, as court designated legal guardian, 
should receive 12 per cent for each child. 


The city said the law indicated an 8 


per cent pension per child, claiming the 
12 per cent should only be awarded to a 
legal guardian if the widow is dead. 


The city sued late last year to recover 


the 4 per cent difference, about $1,800, 
which Mrs. Hansen, 27, said she could 
not afford to pay back. 


In his recent court decision, Judge Ed- 


ward Egan said the pension statute is 
"hopelessly vague," according to City 
Atty. Robert DiLeonardi. 


The city attorney advised the council 


not to appeal the decision because the 
difference in cost, about $30 a month, 
would not be substantial, and because 
the law itself should be changed. 


"The fastest way to clarify this is in 


Springfield," he told the council. The city 
action had been taken to protect tax- 
payer's funds which provide part of the 
pension payments, be said. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel suggested the 


model legislation be drawn up to be 
ready for the next General Assembly ses- 
sion in January. 


Aid. John Seitz (7th) cited strong oppos- 
tion by residents to the complex. 


About 250 residents of the Noithshire 


subdivision of Des Plaines, and the Golf- 
hurst subdivision of Mount Prospect at- 
tended a zoning board hearing last week 
to voice objections to the complex. Resi- 
dents cited possible traffic, flooding, and 
sanitary sewage problems if the complex 
were built. 


The zoning board reported the complex 


would lower property values. It said site 
developers had not proven the complex 
would serve "a public need." 


STANLEY KRZEMINSKI, one of the 


site owners and a partner of the devel- 
opment company seeking to build a 288- 
unit apartment complev there, told the 
Herald Tuesday no decision has been 
made on further action. 


He said the complex would have bene- 


fited Des Plaines and its schools, and in- 
creased tax revenues. He said he is con- 
cerned the "government might want to 
use the land for low-cost housing." 


The city counicl's move to act on the 


zoning recommendation without com- 
mittee study came after a motion by 
Seitz, whose ward is the site of the pro- 
posed complex. 


He asked for rejection because of the 


overwhelming opposition of residents. 
The council vote came after Herald press 
time. 


City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi said the 


decision not to refer the recommendation 
first to committee would not affect future 
court action*. ' ~ 


The zoning board recommended denial 


becuase the complex "would cause a 
depreciatory effect on the property val- 
ues of surrounding single-family resi- 
dences, and because testimony at the 
hearing did not prove a public need or 
the general desirability" of the devel- 
opment, according to the zoning board 
report. 


Owners of the site had asked for a re- 


zoning from the single-family residential 
to a commercial and multiple-family 
classification. 


Another reason for denial cited in the 


zoning board report was a change in the 
rezoning request. 


BEFORE THE hearing, an R-4 zoning 


for the complex had been requested, 
which would allow 252 units on the site. 
At the hearing, the request was made for 
a zoning variation for a planned unit de- 
velopment that would let them build 288 
units. 


The petitioners also asked for a C-2 


zoning for the southern portion of the 
property to be used for an office build- 
ing. The zoning board felt the owners 
could have asked for more restrictive C-l 
zoning that still allows office building 
construction. 


Residents said the complex would in- 


crease already heavy traffic problems on 
Mount Prospect Road. Building plans in- 
cluded parking spaces for 432 cars. 


Residents also said the complex would 


cause a sewage problem because "Well- 
er Creek already overflows." Sewage 
plans include connections to two existing 
interceptors, of the Metropolitan Saniatry 
District (MSD) and one existing local 
sewer.

Propose Public Housing In Suburbs

A southwest side Chicago community 


organization, faced with plans for 250 
public housing units in its neighborhood, 
has suggested that the housing instead 
be located in Maine and Wheeling town- 
ships in the northwest suburbs. 


In a letter sent to some northwest sub- 


urban officials, the Southwest Commu- 
nity Congress (SCO said it has devel- 
oped a "counter-proposal" to the list of 
sites announced by the Chicago Housing 
Authority (CHA). 


The new proposal calls for devel- 


opment of two-thirds of all public housing 
in the suburban areas and says Maine 
and Wheeling township communities are 
"appropriate sites" for CHA devel- 
opment because of available land and 
nearby jobs at O'Hare Airport. 


The 
group said 
Chicago's pre- 


dominantly white south-west side "should 
be totally exempt from CHA housing" 
until a public housing plan for the six- 
county Chicago metropolitan area is de- 
veloped. 


BOB BURKE, planning committee 


chairman for the group, charged that the 
CHA is "acting irresponsibly in taking 
the path of what seems to be the least 
resistance" in followisg court orders to 


build housing in predominantly white 
areas. 


He said Chicago's white neighborhoods 


have no control over planning and devel- 
opment in their communities, whereas 
white suburbs "are organized in a way 
that enables them to better resist this 
move." 


Burke said the Southwest Community 


Congress represents about 80 organiza- 
tions in the area bounded by Ashland Av- 
enue, 47th Street, Cicero Avenue and 74th 
Street in Chicago. 


In the letter to suburban officials, the 


group said public housing should be built 
near job opportunities to reduce unem- 
ployment and make transportation to 
jobs less costly and time-consuming for 
workers. 


Public housing locations should also 


"provide the best possible public educa- 
tion for children" and a "style of life" 
that encourages tenants to enter the pri- 
vate housing market. 


"As a first step in developing the met- 


ro pian, the SCC planning committee 
suggests that the proposed CHA sites be 
built in the towns and villages of Wheel- 
ing and Maine townships near O'Hare 
Airport," the letter said.. 


"THESE LOCATIONS are examples of 


appropriate sites where the above goals 
are fulfilled. The southwest side is not an 
"appropriate place because it does not ful- 
fill any of the criteria," it said. 


The letter said 5,000 jobs "are avail- 


able for low and middle income workers 
in the O'Hare Airport area" and there 
are few jobs on the southwest side. Ac- 
cording to studies, it said, "vast amounts 
of land are available" for public housing 
in suburbs near O'Hare, while only a few 
acres of vacant land are open on the 
southwest side. 


"Our community is unstable," Burke 


told The Herald. "Putting this housing in 
our community would cause a re-segre- 
gation effect, which is the opposite of 
what they intend to do." 


"One of the most detrimental effects of 


this is the instability that it causes," he 
said of the CHA proposals. "If this were 
a metropolitan plan, that factor would be 
equal throughout and not affect us." 


"IT'S OUR feeling that the City of Chi- 


cago now bears a disproportionate bur- 
den for public housing. There are 48,000 
units existing and we're paying the taxes 
on them while the suburbs are less than 
one per cent black," said Burke. 


"They are the area that's going to be 


expanding, in the future and we feel it's 


time they start bearing their share of the 
burden," he said. 


Burke and Mrs. Judith Jager, SCC 


president, signed the letter, which was 
sent to about 100 officials and other or- 
ganizations in the northwest suburbs. 
Burke said the organization planned a 
meeting last night to adopt the "metro 
plan" and take a stand against public 
housing on the southwest side.

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Clergymen Hear Plea To 
Save Counseling Center 


by JAMES VESELY 


The morning of April 28 brought 30 


Northwest suburban clergymen to the 
South Community Baptist Church in 
Mount Prospect. 


The churchmen came to listen to a 


statement and a plea; the statement was 
about the Salvation Army's Community 
Counseling Center in Des Plaines and the 
plea was (or community help in saving 
the center from its financial plight. 


Faced with a $13,000 deficit, the center 


hosted a meeting with the clergymen to 
lay the situation on the line and appeal 
for support. 


According to spokesmen for the Salva- 


tion Army, a total of 156 clergymen were 
to receive letters this week seeking sup- 
port for the Community Counseling Cen- 
ter 


The letters were sent by Charles 


Hayes. Editor In Chief of Paddock Publi- 
cations, and a member of the Center's 
Advisory Board. 


If the center can receive a donation 


averaging $100 per church in the area, 
the $15.000 deficit can be met and the 
center's activities in the field of family 
counseling will be continued 


What is this drive all about7 Why is 


saving the Community Counseling Center 
a worthwhile project for the families and 
the agencies of the Northwest suburbs? 


ACCORDING TO Salvation Army offi- 


cials. 684 families living in the Northwest 
suburbs have been touched by the Coun- 
seling Center These families have re- 
ceived help ranging from marital diffi- 
culties, to communication problems with- 
in the family, to drug problems and 
counsel for unwed mothers 


With the demise of the TORCH agency 


in Wheeling last week, the Community 
Counseling Center is undoubtedly the 
only family service facility in the North- 
west suburbs, and one which, according 
to professional counselors, fills a desper- 
ately empty void in suburban commu- 
nities 


When the Counseling Center first 


opened in 1965, it received funds from 
various foundations and the Salvation 
Army 


Until last year, the center also re-

ceived funds from the appropriations of 
township government. That money, how- 
ever, was cut off when court battles 
froze the township funds to all agencies. 
Those battles are joined to determine the 
role of township government in Illinois, 
but the side effect of the court case is 
that the center is now without its single 
major source of funds 


The appeal to churchmen is an attempt 


to keep the center alive until the matter 
of township funding can be resolved. 


ACCORDING TO planners at the cen- 


ter, the struggle to keep the center oper- 
ating is based on social workers' belief 
that a family counseling center is needed 
for suburban families. 


"Moving to the suburbs is not the an- 


swer to a family's problems," one of the 
social workers said. "It just means a 
new setting for the problems of growing 
up, of husband and wife relationship's 
and social ills that can reach any fami- 
ly." 


The Community Counseling Center 


takes in all applications for help; the 
center, unlike many other agencies, does 
not limit its services to just the indigent. 
Families are asked to help pay the ex- 
penses of professional help, even if the 
payment is a token amount to retain a 
family's sense of independence, accord- 
ing to a worker there.

patrolman Michael Lambeau and James 
Pickell began to remove the man's cloth- 
ing for a more complete search when he 
threw a mirror across the room. 


Lambeau and Pickell said when they 


turned to see what Grove had thrown, he 


pulled a "pocket knife" gun from be- 
neath heavy layers of clothing and point- 
ed it at them. 


"Your're dead," the youth reportedly 


said as Lambeaeu stepped toward him, 
striking Grove's arm as he fired the 
weapon. The bullet lodged in a wall and , 
no one was injured. 


Grove was then wrestled into submis- 


sion and the patrolmen continued the 
search. Police said they found a two-inch 
hat pin taped to the inside of his belt and 
a .22 caliber bullet hidden inside a ciga- 
rette. 


The single-shot weapon, designed to 


look like an ordinary pocket knife, was 
not found initially because it was hid- 
den in several layers of clothing, accord- 
ing to Police Chief Arthur Hintz. The 
chief said the gun is a manufactured 
weapon and not a homemade "zip" gun. 


As a result of the alleged attack on the 


policemen, Grove was charged with at- 
tempted murder in addition to armed 
robbery 


When Grove was released on bond he

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'Help Wanted9 Sign Out 


At Nation's Hospitals

NEW YORK (UPI) -Out 
of work? 


Maybe you should scout the job openings 
at the hospitals near you. 


And college graduates who can't land a 


job in their chosen field may do well to 
explore the many job training programs 
now going on in hospitals. The American 
Hospital Association (AHA) reports 2,280 
training plans now are being operated by 
the nation's hospitals. 


The association says the 200,000 jobs to 


be filled by new employes in hospitals 
within the next 12 months range from 
nurses' aides to physicians' assistants 
At a time when unemployment is rising, 
hospitals, you see, still have the "help 
wanted" sign out front 


The hospital industry now employes 


three million persons While it was true 
at one time that hospitals paid skin-flint 
salaries, this is no longer so 


THE AVERAGE SALARY for a licens- 


ed practical nurse ranges from $95 to 
$159 a week An X-ray technician starts 
at anywhere from $100 to $177 a week. 


Many hospital jobs, including the ones 


mentioned, require a high school educa- 
tion. In some cases, hospitals are accept- 
ing young persons in the third year 
of high school who can become licensed 
practical nurses upon graduation — with 
the proper training, of course 


There are now 260 different job cate- 


gories on the hospital front. The Public 
Health Service estimates that by the 
1980s the hospital industry will need 
724,000 additional personnel 


Some of the new job titles that have 


come into being include — instrument 
room assistant, coordinator of patient 
care, child health associate, inhalation 
therapist 


AMONG THE MORE than 2,000 hospi- 


tals with training programs nationwide 
are 1,400 teaching students from junior 
colleges for the new jobs 


But the hospital jobs aren't just for the 


young The elderly and the retired and 
even the handicapped are being wel- 
comed as hospital employes. 


In an effort to fill vacancies hospitals 


also are recruiting prospective employes 
from among the disadvantaged groups 


The latter workers, it has been found, 


are especially effective in working in 
community health clinics, family and 
child care outpatient services, and pro- 
grams for alcoholics and narcotics users. 


Once a person enters the hospital 


field, there are opportunities to move 
upward. You start in one job, tram for a 
higher one while employed, then move on 
to the higher-paying, higher status job — 
when qualified.

Blacks Must Develop 
Their Own Culture

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A Pulitzer 


Prize-winning black poetess has turned 
away from integration as the solution to 
racial problems in America. She in- 
dicated that blacks must develop a sense 
of identity by developing their own cul- 
ture 


In an interview in Essence, a magazine 


for black women, Gwendolyn Brooks said 
she once "thought integration was the so- 
lution All we had to do waa keep on ap- 
pealing to whites to help us, and they 
would." 


The 53-year-old poetess said she now 


has concluded that "I was naive, I was 
sweet. I was sweet and ignorant." 


MRS. BROOKS, who has written since 


the age of seven, was awarded the Pulit- 
zer Prize for peotry in 1950. She said it 
was not until 1967, however, when she 
was attending a black writers' confer- 
ence, that she became aware of the re- 
alities of black life in America. 


"What I saw vid heard . . . was of a 


new nat'tre to me," she said. "Kids in 
my writing class would talk about what 
was going on. I'd listen and I'd say, 
•What? You don't mean it! Is that really 
true?' 


"There I found what baa stimulated 


my life these Uot three yean; young 
people full of a new spirit. They seenied 


stronger and taller — really ready to 
take on the challenges " 


Prior to that Mrs. Brooks said, most 


of her friends and her readers were 
white and they considered her a "bitter" 
poetess But she said that even she did 
not understand the dilemma of the black. 


"IF I HAD BEEN reading even the 


newspapers intelligently, I would have 
seen that it (integration) simply was not 
working, that blacks kept exposing them- 
selves to it only to get their faces 
smacked," she said. 


Mrs. Brooks, who kves by herself in 


Chicago, has no ill will toward the whites 
she once knew but neither does she asso- 
ciate with them. Instead, she is trying to 
put into practice her belief that blacks 
must develop their own culture. 


She said she even hopes that her auto- 


biography will be published by* a black 
firm, although "I've been with Harpers 
since 1945, when it published my first 
book." 


While she spoke of the need for 


strength and firmness by blacks, she did 
not advocate force or agitation. She also 
said that while she does not intend to 
remarry, she doesn't think black women 
should be involved in women's liberation. 


"I think women's lib is not for black 


women, for the time being, because 
Mack men need their women beside 
them, supporting them in these tem- 
pestuous days," she said.
